REPORT  FOR  1965  and  1966 

(compiled  by  H.  O.  Bunce,  J.  Gudworth  and  A.  J.  Wallis) 

To  be  able  to  present  two  years’  records  together  in  one  report  enables  a comparison 
to  be  made  more  easily  between  these  consecutive  periods,  and  to  show  how  different,  in 
many  respects,  they  are  ornithologically.  Although  the  four  seasons  have  followed  each 
other  through  1966  just  as  they  did  in  1965,  quite  slight  differences  in  the  short  term 
weather  pattern  can  alter  quite  markedly  the  timing  of  arrival  of  the  spring  migrants  or 
the  numbers  of  any  particular  species  passing  through  the  county  on  their  way  south 
again.  Yet  these  two  years  both  had  the  incidence  of  a cold  spell  in  the  middle  of  April 
which  effectively  held  up  the  arrival  of  the  spring  migrants  northwards. 

To  review  all  of  the  interesting  ornithological  events  which  took  place  in  both  years 
in  an  area  as  large  as  Yorkshire  is  not  possible,  and  the  following  can  only  highlight  some 
aspects  of  particular  note. 

January  in  1965  was  a mixture  of  cold  and  mild  spells  and  the  only  record  of  note 
was  a Glaucous  Gull  inland  at  Blackmoorfoot  Reservoir  on  23rd.  In  1966  it  was  milder 
with  only  brief  cold  spells  and  the  Waxwings  left  over  from  the  previous  autumn  were 
fairly  well  spread  out  over  the  county.  In  the  Derwent  Valley  the  herd  of  Bewicks  Swans 
attracted  by  the  flooded  conditions  of  late  1 965  and  by  the  barley  sown  and  never  harves- 
ted, reached  153  by  3rd  January,  dispersed  for  a while  when  the  area  became  icebound, 
but  returned  at  the  end  of  the  month  to  reach  a peak  on  13th  February  of  278. 

February  saw  the  first  new  county  record  for  1965  when  a Rock  Bunting  turned  up  at 
Spurn  and  stayed  until  10th  March.  February  in  1966  was  a mild  month  with  only  a 
brief  cold  spell  in  mid-month.  The  floods  attracted  high  numbers  of  wild  fowl,  a Rough- 
legged Buzzard  appeared  at  Leighton  Reservoir  on  1 3th  and  two  days  later  a White-billed 
Diver  was  found  alive  (but  died  next  day)  in  Robin  Hoods  Bay. 

March  began  in  1965  with  heavy  snow  but  improved  towards  the  end  of  the  month 
after  a cold  spell  from  19th  to  24th.  At  Spurn  spring  migration  was  very  evident  during 
the  fine  days  of  28th  and  29th.  On  2 1st  March  an  adult  Mediterranean  Gull  in  full  plumage 
was  first  seen  at  Scarborough  and  was  seen  there  on  several  dates  up  to  1 4th  May  though 
it  was  not  about  every  day  during  the  period.  March  in  1966  was  mild  for  the  first  half  of 
the  month  but  turned  cold  and  wet  with  strong  winds  to  gale  force  which  effectively 
stopped  the  movement  north  of  early  spring  migrants.  A remarkable  gathering  of  divers 
occurred  in  Robin  Hoods  Bay  on  14th  March.  The  sea  was  perfectly  calm  and  20  birds 
were  about  during  the  day.  At  14.30  hours  25  flew  in  from  the  south  and  by  15.30  hours 
87  were  visible  and  by  16.30  hours  120  were  counted  of  which  4 were  considered  to  be 
Great  Northerns.  Next  day  was  not  so  calm  but  an  estimate  of  100  still  present  was  made 
and  by  16th  March  only  c.  30  were  left. 

In  1 965  April  was  cold  and  wet  from  the  6th,  and  Spurn  had  a much  quieter  month 
than  usual.  Migrants  were  later  arriving  throughout  the  county  after  the  first  flush  in  late 
March  and  early  April.  On  30th  March  a good  passage  of  Ruffs  began,  mainly  in  the 
south  of  the  county  and  birds  were  recorded  on  14  dates  up  to  14th  April.  Heavy  rain,  with 
snow  and  NE  winds  prevailed  during  the  early  days  of  April  1966.  On  8th  April  the 
wind  backed  into  the  east  and  there  was  an  arrival  of  Thrushes  at  Spurn  up  to  the  10th. 
On  20th  April  the  wind  went  into  the  west  and  the  lingerers  from  this  movement  passed 
on  and  the  spring  migrants  from  the  south  began  to  arrive.  There  was  a big  influx  on 
24th  April,  including  the  first  Swift  at  Thorncliffe.  It  was  a good  month  for  wader  passage, 
particularly  in  V.G.61,  with  Ruffs  again  in  evidence.  On  10th  April  a Kentish  Plover  was 
at  Spurn,  and  from  llth-18th  April  2 Avocets  stayed  at  South  Gare,  Teesmouth. 
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May  1965  was  a month  of  high  temperatures  and  light  showers  and  began  well  at 
Spurn  with  a Wryneck  on  1st  May,  though  11th- 16th  was  most  prolific  and  during  this 
period  a Red-rumped  Swallow  passed  on  13th,  together  with  a Hobby,  of  which  2 passed 
on  15th.  A Tawny  Pipit  flying  south  on  15th  did  not  provide  an  adequate  description  to 
justify  acceptance  by  the  “British  Birds”  Rarities  Committee  but  an  Alpine  Swift  the 
following  day  was  more  obliging.  On  8th  May  a Roseatte  Tern  was  at  Fairburn,  the  only 
inland  record,  and  compares  with  one  at  Bubwith  on  28th  May  1966,  the  only  one  inland 
in  that  year.  From  10th- 12  th  May  a Baillon’s  Crake  was  at  Guisborough  and  on  15th  and 
19th  a Dowitcher  was  seen  at  Patrington  Haven.  The  only  Spoonbill  of  the  year  was  at 
Fairburn  on  25th  May  1965  and  the  only  one  in  1966  was  also  at  Fairburn  on  30th  June 
1966. 

In  1966  May  began  with  light  winds  and  a Tenmincke’s  Stint  at  Finningley  on  1st, 
with  a Purple  Heron  at  Almholme  on  3rd  May.  Winds  were  mainly  between  south  and 
west  and  provided  good  opportunities  at  Spurn  for  watching  visible  migration  of  hirun- 
dines,  passing  south  as  usual.  In  5 day  periods  the  peak  numbers  of  Swallows  were  1 1 th- 
15th,  6866;  16th-20th,  5180;  21st-25th,  2008.  There  were  no  marked  rushes  otherwise. 
It  was  a month  of  good  passage  of  waders  in  V.C.61,  with  Greenshanks  until  late  in  the 
month,  and  on  the  Humber  Little  Stint,  Curlew  Sandpiper,  Spotted  Redshank  and  Black- 
tailed Godwit  were  all  recorded.  A Crane,  first  seen  near  Muston  about  23rd  April  was 
last  seen  at  08.30  hours  on  14th  May,  and  at  14.30  hours  the  same  day  one  passed  south 
at  Spurn.  From  14th-28th  May  an  adult  Little  Gull  displayed  as  though  holding  territory 
in  a small  Black-headed  Gull  colony  in  the  Derwent  Valley.  At  Settle  SF  a Red-necked 
Phalarope  turned  up  on  21st  and  on  23rd  a Nightingale  began  singing  at  Ruswarp  and 
entertained  many  people  by  singing  nightly  for  3 weeks.  On  25th  May  a passage  of  Black 
Terns  began  with  67  at  Fairburn  and  smaller  numbers  at  several  other  waters. 

June  1965  was  a month  of  high  rainfall,  and  began  with  a week  of  easterly  winds. 
On  5th  a Woodchat  was  at  Spurn,  and  on  9th  a Pied-billed  Grebe  was  first  seen  on  a 
small  reservoir  near  Harrogate.  It  is  the  first  to  be  recorded  in  the  county  and  the  story 
of  its  stay  until  24th  November  is  fully  told  in  British  Birds  60-290.  On  20th  and  21st 
June  a Wilson’s  Phalarope  was  seen  at  Scaling  Dam,  and  it  is  remarkable  that  an  adult 
female  was  found  there,  dead,  on  22nd  June  1966.  The  1965  bird  was  the  first  for  the 
county. 

Other  interesting  records  during  June  1966  include  a late  Fieldfare  at  Wilton  on  4th 
and  5th;  a Honey  Buzzard  at  North  Newbold  on  5th;  a Woodchat  near  Scarborough  on 
7th;  a Corncrake  at  Spurn  on  9th,  and  a Tawny  Pipit  there  on  14th  and  15th.  For  3 weeks 
of  the  month  a pair  of  Red-necked  Phalaropes  were  about  a water  in  the  north-west. 

July  1965  was  also  a wet  month  and  saw  the  beginning  on  23rd  of  the  remarkable 
passage  of  Ruffs,  a passage  which  began  between  14th  and  22nd  August  and  reached 
highest  figures  ever  recorded  in  the  county  in  early  September  (see  below).  During  July 
in  both  years  an  energetic  team  made  a round  of  Yorkshire  waters  catching  and  ringing 
as  many  Canada  Geese  as  possible.  Their  efforts  have  been  rewarded  by  the  recoveries  so 
far  reported,  which  have  shown  a direct  connection  between  the  breeding  birds  on  several 
Yorkshire  lakes  and  the  flock  which  assembles  each  year  in  the  Beuly  Firth  in  Scotland 
during  the  moult  period.  The  full  details  of  this  work  is  to  be  published. 

Spurn  had  a quiet  9 days  at  the  beginning  of  August  1 965  and  the  first  big  arrival  of 
night  migrants  was  on  14th,  followed  by  a second  fall  on  17th.  Visible  migration  of  Swifts 
was  very  marked  from  lst-7th  and  from  15th-23rd,  with  Swallows  only  passing  in  any 
numbers  between  18th  and  20th. 

Three  weeks  of  westerlies  in  1966  did  not  change  to  easterly  weather  until  the  19th. 
There  was  an  arrival  of  Willow  Warblers  on  13th,  and  of  other  night  migrants  on  15th, 
but  NE  wind  on  21st  brought  in  about  60  Pied  Flycatchers,  a Wryneck,  a Red-backed 
Shrike  and  an  Ortolan  Bunting.  NE  winds  from  25th  for  5 days  brought  fresh  arrivals 
each  day,  but  it  was  not  a good  period  for  visible  day-time  migration.  It  was  generally  a 
wet  month,  which  made  wader  watching  along  the  coast  profitable  in  contrast  to  inland 
areas  where  the  heavy  rain  filled  the  reservoirs  and  deprived  the  birds  of  their  usual 
feeding  grounds  while  on  passage.  Two  interesting  records  at  the  end  of  the  month  were  a 
Lesser  Grey  Shrike  at  Spurn  on  27th  and  4 Turnstones  inland  at  Wath  Ings  the  following 
day. 

A classical  weather  situation  early  in  September  1965  brought  a substantial  fall  of 
migrants  to  Spurn  during  the  afternoon  of  the  2nd,  with  smaller  numbers  during  the 
early  morning  of  the  3rd,  though  a change  to  rain  brought  a second  big  arrival.  Quite 
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50%  of  the  birds  had  passed  on  by  the  following  day.  On  2nd  September  an  Iceland  Gull 
was  seen  at  Eccup,  and  on  26th  a Caspian  Tern  passed  South  Gare.  A Scarlet  Grosbeak 
was  at  Spurn  on  29th  and  30th,  and  the  only  bird  of  this  species  there  in  1966  was  on 
exactly  the  same  date.  September  is  the  month  for  Manx  Shearwaters  to  turn  up  in 
peculiar  places.  In  1965  one  was  found  dead  at  Knottingley,  while  in  1966  one  killed 
itself  by  flying  against  a combine  harvester  near  Driffield  on  14th,  and  another  was  taken 
to  the  Doncaster  Dogs’  Home  on  21st  September.  However,  September  1965  will  be 
remembered  for  the  remarkable  numbers  of  Ruffs  in  the  County.  Flocks  of  between  20 
and  40  were  reported  from  several  localities  on  and  1 1th  over  100  were  at  Cherry  Cob  in 
two  or  three  flocks,  with  60  at  Brough  Salting,  the  largest  numbers  ever  recorded  in  the 
county  at  one  time. 

1966  was  more  or  less  normal  for  migration  at  Spurn,  but  it  did  include  rarities, 
beginning  with  a Honey  Buzzard  on  13th.  There  was  a Richard’s  Pipit  on  18th  and  a 
Petchora  Pipit  on  26th,  the  first  for  the  mainland  of  Britain.  Also  during  the  month,  an 
Albatross  sp.  was  seen  at  Robin  Hoods  Bay  on  15th  and  a White-winged  Black  Tern  at 
Elsecar  Reservoir  on  18th. 

October  1965  began  with  a period  of  easterlies  and  there  was  a spectacular  arrival  of 
thrushes  at  Spurn  on  the  first  of  the  month.  Nothing  much  followed  to  the  10th,  and 
2 Waxwings  arrived  on  12th,  the  prelude  to  a great  irruption  which  was  to  be  one  of  the 
attractions  of  November.  Also  at  Spurn  during  the  month  a Firecrest  on  21st,  a Dusky 
Warbler  from  26th-31st  (first  for  the  county)  and  a Pallas’s  Warbler  on  28th,  the  last  two 
possibly  arriving  as  part  of  an  impressive  arrival  of  migrants  on  24th.  On  16th  October  a 
Goshawk  was  seen  at  Arncliflfe.  The  East  Riding  floods  first  appeared  during  the  month 
and  were  a feature  through  to  December,  concentrating  numbers  of  wild  fowl  into  this 
area,  possibly  affecting  distribution  and  numbers  in  other  parts  of  the  county. 

October  1966  also  had  period  of  easterly  winds  which  brought  big  numbers  of 
Fieldfares,  but  also  numbers  of  Bramblings.  A large  movement  at  Spurn  on  10th  October 
included  this  species  which  became  numerous  and  widespread  from  then  onwards  to  the 
year  end.  Ring  Ouzels,  too,  were  more  numerous  than  usual  during  the  autumn  passage. 
Noteworthy  records  include  a Honey  Buzzard  which  flew  in  from  due  east  at  Scarborough 
on  7th,  a Rough-legged  Buzzard  at  Spurn  on  9th;  a Firecrest  at  South  Gare  on  9th;  and 
4 Cranes  seen  flying  south  at  Muston  and  were  later  seen  at  Flamborough  on  15th.  A Serin 
at  Spurn  on  22nd  was  overshadowed  by  the  Penduline  Tit  first  seen  the  same  day,  the 
first  record  of  the  species  for  the  British  Isles.  On  24th  a Leach’s  Petrel  was  picked  up 
alive  in  Castleford  and  released  on  the  River  Aire;  on  27th  an  Albatross  sp.  passed  Spurn; 
and  on  29th  a Spotted  Crake  was  picked  up  in  Knaresborough. 

During  November  1965,  the  irruption  of  Waxwings  which  had  begun  to  arrive  during 
October  reached  its  peak  with  some  large  flocks  reported,  including  up  to  400  at  Scar- 
borough during  the  first  days  of  the  month.  Birds  gradually  dispersed  and  during  the 
following  weeks  were  recorded  from  most  parts  of  the  county  except  the  NW.  A Black- 
browed  Albatross  (the  first  specific  county  record)  was  seen  by  many  observers  at  Spurn 
between  4th-7th,  and  on  11th  a Pallas’s  Warbler  was  seen  on  the  peninsula.  A Shag  at 
Knotford  Nook  Gravel  Pit  on  22nd  was  far  inland. 

In  1966  it  was  a quiet  month.  A Firecrest  appeared  at  Spurn  on  2nd,  and  from  6th- 
13th  a Greenish  Warbler  lived  in  Locke  Park,  Redcar. 

The  extensive  floods  in  the  East  Riding  built  to  their  peak  in  December  1965  and 
attracted  large  numbers  of  Bewicks  Swans  as  already  mentioned  in  the  report  on  January 
1966.  Another  Iceland  Gull  turned  up  inland  at  Blackmoorfoot  Reservoir  on  11th  Decem- 
ber. In  1966  the  weather  conditions  were  milder  and  much  lower  numbers  of  Bewicks 
Swans  visited  the  Derwent  Valley,  but  again  an  Iceland  Gull  was  reported  away  from  the 
coast  near  Knaresborough,  at  a rubbish  tip  which  also  attracted  a Glaucous  Gull,  both 
being  present  together  on  the  last  day  of  the  year. 

There  was  a little  difference  in  general  breeding  success  between  the  two  years.  The 
voluntary  ban  on  the  use  of  toxic  chemicals,  which  came  into  being  in  1965,  helped 
considerably,  and  most  species  which  suffered  badly  during  the  1 962-63  winter  continued 
to  recover  appreciably,  though  the  Kingfisher  did  not  re-appear  in  some  localities  in  1965 
but  was  present  again  in  1966.  In  both  years  both  the  Gannets  and  the  scattered  population 
of  Little  Ringed  Plovers  had  successful  seasons,  and  in  1966  there  was  a pleasing  improve- 
ment in  the  numbers  of  Merlins  proved  to  be  breeding.  That  year  was  also  a good  one  for 
the  Shelducks  at  Teesmouth,  but  some  of  the  early  neasting  species  were  hit  by  the  cold 
spell  in  April  and  many  first  clutches  or  broods  were  lost.

CLASSIFIED  LIST 

The  order  used  is  that  of  the  B.O.U.  (1952)  Check-list  and  English  names  follow 
current  practice.  All  except  the  most  essential  initials  of  observers  have  been  omitted. 
Details  of  rarities  at  Spurn  together  with  the  observers  concerned  may  be  found  in  the 
Observatory  log  and  are  published,  sometimes  in  more  detail,  in  the  Spurn  Observatory 
Reports  for  1965  and  1966.  All  rarities,  including  those  from  Spurn,  have  been  considered 
by  the  Records  Committee;  full  details  are  filed  by  the  individual  recorders.  The  volume 
of  records  received  has  continued  to  increase,  making  this  Report  more  and  more  selective, 
and  several  species  have  been  omitted  where  there  has  been  no  significant  change  in 
status,  or  the  records  do  not  warrant  inclusion.

Divers  sp. 

1965  No  significant  records. 

1966  Highest  numbers  at  Spurn  during  first  days  of  January  and  again  at  end  of 
December,  max.  200  + on  2nd  January.  A large  concentration  occurred  in  Robin 
Hoods  Bay  on  14th  and  15th  March,  birds  arriving  from  S in  parties  of  up  to  20, 
until  by  16.30  hrs  120  birds  had  gathered.  After  15th  March,  numbers  fell  rapidly. 
Smaller  numbers,  up  to  20,  on  3 days  in  mid-December,  also  seen(CJF).  A diver  sp 
was  on  Thrybergh  Res.  on  14th  February  (GEO). 

1 Black>throated  Diver 

1965  One  at  Spurn  on  21st  Sept.,  and  one  at  Scarborough  on  14th  Nov.(DF). 

1966  One  at  Spurn  on  3rd  Jan.,  and  2 on  1 1th  Sept;  2 in  Robin  Hoods  Bay  on  7th 
March(CJF),  one  on  20th  April(DF) ; 2 off  Filey  Brigg  on  26th  March(RHAp),  and 
one  dead  on  Coatham  Sands  on  27th  March (TB,  IB). 

2 Great  Northern  Diver 

1965  Singles,  Filey  on  30th  Jan.,  and  Scarborough  on  7th  Nov.(RHAp).  An  adult 
shot  on  Silsden  Moor  on  7th  Nov.,  is  now  in  Keighley  Museum. 

1966  Spring — in  Robin  Hoods  Bay,  4 on  8th  Jan.,  one  at  7th  March(CJF),  3 on 
20th  April  and  one  on  23rd  April(DF);  2 at  Reighton  Gap  on  4th  March(TMC) 
and  one  at  South  Gare  on  3rd  April  (DSS).  Autumn — off  Whitby,  one  adult  in  full 
plumage  on  10th  Sept.(CJF);  one  in  Robin  Hoods  Bay  on  28th  Sept.(CJF);  singles 
at  Spurn  on  25th  Sept,  and  4th  Dec;  singles  at  South  Gare  on  25th  and  29th  Oct. 
(TB,  IB);  one  at  Scarborough  on  13th  Nov. (AMP). 

3 White  Billed  Diver 

1966  One  found  alive  on  15th  Feb.  at  Robin  Hoods  Bay,  died  next  day  and  was 
sexed  as  an  adult  $ (CJF,  JRM). 

4 Red-throated  Diver 

1965  None  inland.  Coastal  records  in  all  months;  a day-long  S movement  at  Filey 
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totalling  306  birds  on  30th  Jan.(RHAp)  and  300  at  Spurn  on  6th  March  were  the 
early  maxima.  No  records  between  20th  June  and  7th  July.  Late  maxima  were  110 
and  62  at  Spurn  on  19th  and  20th  Dec.  Identification  criterian  as  in  1964  O.R.

50  went  N in  2 hrs  on 
24th  Dec.(FJT).  Inland,  one  at  Malham  Tarn  on  24th  Dec.(BS,  DB). 

5 Great  Crested  Grebe 

1965  Up  to  3 on  the  sea  in  both  winters.  Inland  maxima  were  21  at  Swillington  on 
29th  May  and  32  at  Fairburn  on  19th  Sept.  Breeding:  V.C.61 : 4 pairs,  later  only  2 
pairs  and  2 young  at  Hornsea  Mere;  V.C.62 : probably  2 pairs  and  3 young  at  Castle 
Howard;  V.C.63:  c.34  pairs  with  40  young  at  12  waters  and  reports  of  much  human 
interference;  V.C.64:  bred  at  10  waters;  V.C.65:  a pair  at  one  locality  on  7th  June. 

1966  Birds  were  back  at  some  waters  early — one  at  Fairburn  on  29th  Jan;  Knotford 
Nook  on  1st  Feb;  and  at  several  other  places  before  the  end  of  the  month.  Largest 
numbers  26  at  Fairburn  from  10th  April  to  end  of  August,  and  at  Swillington  21  on 
1st  May  had  increased  to  33  by  9th  May.

Feb.(AA  and  PBW)  and  a juv.  from  22nd  Aug.  to  7th  Sept. (CD,  et  al). 

7 Slavonian  Grebe 

1965  No  records. 

1966  One  in  winter  plumage  off  Filey  Brigg,  11th  April  (TGG);  2 in  nearly  full 
summer  plumage  at  Spurn  same  date.  Three  at  Spurn  on  27th  Sept;  1 at  Scar- 
borough on  31st  Oct.,  was  probably  same  bird  as  seen  6th-8th  Nov.(DF,  AJW). 
1 on  sea  at  Marske  on  23rd  Oct. (IB). 

8 Black-necked  Grebe 

1965  A moulting  adult  at  Fairburn  from  23rd  Aug.-6th  Oct.(CW,  et  al);  an  imm. 
at  Scaling  Dam  Res.  from  22nd  to  31st  Aug.(PJS,  et  al)  and  1 there  on  12th  Sept. 
(DS-S) ; 1 at  Southfields  Res.  from  14th-21st  Nov.(PG,  KJR). 

1966  One  at  Almholme  on  6th  to  15th  March  (RJR);  one  dead  at  Swillington  on 
12th  March.  Singles  at  Fairburn  from  18th  to  28th  Sept.,  9th  Oct.  and  29th  Oct. 

9 Little  Grebe 

1965  Probably  back  to  normal  breeding  numbers  in  V.C.61  but  still  low  in  several 
V.C.63  localities,  where  only  8 pairs  were  proved  to  breed.  Peaks  at  Fairburn  of  r.50 
on  1st  Sept,  and  up  to  40  from  late  October  onwards. 

1966  Numbers  showing  trends  towards  full  recovery.  Twelve  on  Hackness  Lake  on 
31st  Jan.  highest  number  seen  there  (AJW).  Fairburn  had  40  on  3rd,  and  57  on  18th, 
60  on  29th  Sept,  and  c.30  to  year  end.

1966  One  at  Robin  Hoods  Bay  on  15th  Sept.(CJF) ; 1 flew  S at  Spurn  on  27th  Oct. 
(Both  accepted  by  B.B.  Rarities  Committee). 

12  Leach’s  Petrel 

1965  At  Spurn,  2 on  7th  Nov;  at  South  Gare,  1 on  7th  Nov.(DGB),  2 on  20th  Nov. 
(TRB)  and  1 on  21st  Nov.  (TRB,  WJB). 

1966  One  at  Spurn  on  24th  Sept;  1 came  aboard  ship  off  Easington  on  18th  Oct. 
(BSP,  et  al) ; and  1 found  in  gutter  at  Glasshoughton,  Castleford,  on  24th  Oct.  was 
released  at  Fairburn(JMB,  IDP). 
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14  Storm  Petrel 

1966  Two  landed  on  a trawler  r.  10  miles  off  Scarborough.  One  flew  off  but  the 
other  was  brought  ashore  and  was  later  released  on  the  11th  Oct.(CIM).  One  was 
picked  up  in  a Scarborough  street  on  19th  Nov.  was  also  released  later (CIM). 

16  Manx  Shearwater 

1965  Six  N at  Spurn  and  2 N at  Flamborough  on  19th  April.  Small  numbers 
regularly  from  11th  June  to  16th  Oct.  from  8 localities  between  South  Gare  and 
Spurn;  max.  47  N at  Flamborough  on  4th  July,  30  at  Spurn  on  30th  July,  29  at 
Spurn  and  83  N at  Scarborough  on  2nd  Sept.  One  found  dead  nr.  Knottingley  on 
19th  Sept. 

1966  A poor  year.  1 N at  Filey  Brigg  on  26th  March  and  1 N at  Flamborough  on 
15th  May(H013).  5 N at  Whitby  on  7th  June  were  first  of  usual  period  of  passage, 
mainly  northwards,  but  numbers  much  fewer  than  usual,  max.  for  one  day  24  at 
Spurn  on  14th  Aug.  Late  birds,  3 at  South  Gare  on  27th  Oct.(IB)  and  1 at  Spurn  on 
2nd  Nov.  One  collided  with  a combine  harvester  and  killed  itself  c.9  miles  inland  at 
Driffield  (AJW) ; 1 picked  up  in  Doncaster  on  21st  Sept.(HC).

1965  One  at  Spurn  and  3 at  sea  off  Flamborough (JRG)  on  25th  Aug;  15  at  Spurn 
on  1st  Sept.,  27  there  and  61  at  Scarborough (RHAp,  et  al)  on  2nd  Sept.,  and  1 at 
Scarborough  on  3rd  Sept.(AJW);  13  at  Spurn  and  12  at  Flamborough  (HOB)  on 
19th  Sept;  1 at  sea  off  Whitby  on  14th  Oct.(CJF).  Most  birds  were  flying  N. 

1966  Singles  N at  Redcar  on  14th  and  16th  July(WN,  IB);  singles  at  Spurn  24th 
Aug.,  8th  and  16th  Sept.,  5th  and  25th  Oct.,  with  5 on  4th  and  4 on  27th  Oct. 
2 N at  South  Gare  on  27th  Oct. (IB).  One  c.9  miles  off  Scarborough  on  18th  Sept. 
(AJW,  et  al). 

26  Fulmar 

1965  One  circling  over  a quarry  nr.  Harrogate  on  13th  April (AFGW)  and  1 flying 
W over  Guisborough  on  27th  June,  the  only  inland  records.  On  19th  April  c.l5 
flying  around  off  Tunstall — there  is  still  no  record  of  actual  landing  on  the  cliffs  S of 
Bridlington;  c.300,  mostly  passing  N,  at  Spurn  on  20th  April  and  103  and  154  there 
on  1st  and  2nd  Sept,  respectively;  a N movement  of  120  in  80  minutes  at  Scarborough 
on  3rd  Sept.  Return  to  Scarborough  breeding  sites  on  4th  Dec. 

1966  One  at  High  Cliff,  Guisborough,  on  30th  May(BF).  31  sitting  birds  counted 
at  Ravenscar  cliffs  on  2nd  June(DF).  Main  passage  at  Spurn  between  13th  and  22nd 
Aug.  3 passed  N off  Scarborough  on  6th  Nov.,  but  first  back  prospecting  cliffs  at 
Scarborough  were  on  19th  Nov. (AJW);  50+  at  Robin  Hood’s  Bay  on  14th  Dec., 
were  first  there(CJF). 

27  Gannet 

1965  On  a boat  trip  from  Speeton  to  Flamborough  Head  on  5th  April,  the  only 
birds  on  sites  were  at  Jubilee  Corner,  Bempton,  where  there  are  signs  of  an  expansion 
on  the  northern  side  of  the  colony.  9,  possibly  10,  young  were  presumed  reared  from 
14  sites.  Some  of  the  new  sites  cannot  be  checked  from  the  cliff  top  (HOB).  Autumn 
peaks:  off  Scarborough  (mainly  N)  c.lOO  on  25th  Aug.,  1 14  and  100  on  2nd  and  3rd 
Sept;  off  Spurn,  300  S on  18th  Sept. 

1966  Nine  young  presumed  fledged  at  Bempton  (HOB).  Passage  seen  from  various 
points  along  coast,  mainly  from  June  to  September.  Biggest  numbers  c.60  per  hr.  N at 
Robin  Hood’s  Bay  on  27th  June(CJF) ; 121  S at  Ravenscar  on  29th  Aug.(DF)  and 
over  100  on  five  days  between  2nd  and  10th  Sept,  at  Spurn.  One  inland,  a juv.  at 
Fairburn  on  25th  May(JDP,  et  al) ; imm.  birds  at  Finningley  on  24th  Sept,  and  4th 
Nov.  were  both  released  on  the  coast. 

28  Cormorant

and  on  12th  May.  In  autumn:  1-5  between  10th  Sept,  and  27th  Nov.  in  R.  Ouse 
areas,  at  Fairburn,  Helmsley  and  2 V.C.63  localities.  Hornsea  Mere,  max.  15  on 
3rd  Dec. 

1966  Colony  at  Ravenscar  stays  remarkably  constant,  28  occupied  nests  counted 
on  2nd  June(DF).  Inland:  Gouthwaite,  3rd  Feb.,  8th  and  9th  April;  Blackmoorfoot 
Res.  3 on  7th  March;  Thrybergh  Res.  2 on  11th  March;  Swillington,  11th  April; 
Ossett,  26th  April;  Lockwood  &ck,  20th  April,  25th  May(2),  31st  May  and  16th 
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June;  Blackmoorfoot  Res.  4th  Sept.  2 on  rocks  at  Scarborough  on  6th  March  had 
heavy  white  manes  and  were  likely  sinensis (TMC). 

29  Shag 

1965  One  found  walking  along  a Hull  street  on  3rd  March  was  released  later 
(RSPCA).  Breeding  continues  between  Flamborough  and  Speeton,  now  estimated 
at  r.50  pairs(HOB).  A “wreck”  reported  by  SBO  produced  exceptional  numbers 
passing  S at  Spurn,  129  in  the  afternoon  of  21st  Nov.  Inland:  1 exhausted  nr.  Thorne 
on  29th  Oct.,  and  an  imm.  at  Knotford  Nook  GP  on  22nd  Nov. 

1966  One  flew  over  Otley  SF  on  29th  May  (PS).  Singles  on  Hornsea  Mere  on  9 th 
Jan.,  18th  Sept.,  and  27th  Nov. 

30  Heron 

1965  V.G.61 : Hornsea  Mere,  8 nests,  2 occupied  and  1 possibly  (HOB) ; Scampston, 
4 occupied  nests  in  April(AJW).  V.C.62:  12  nests  with  young  in  Sleightholmdale 
(Kirkdale)(AJW).  V.C.63:  no  known  colony;  1-4  seen  at  23  localities,  mainly  from 
July-December,  maximum,  8 at  Wentworth  Park  on  3rd  Oct. (JIM).  V.C.64: 
Healaugh  not  reported,  Harewood  Park  nil,  a pair  bred  at  Gouthwaite  Res;  max. 
seen  15  in  January  at  Gouthwaite  Res.,  7 in  February  at  Ripley,  1 1 in  August  at 
Farrley  Lake,  8 on  25th  Dec.  at  Askwith.  V.G.65:  no  proof  of  breeding,  max.  seen, 
8 at  Marrick  on  30th  Jan. (DJ). 

1966  Breeding:  2 occupied  nests  and  3 empty  at  Hornsea  Mere  on  23rd  May

38  Bittern 

1965  Singles  at  Fairburn  on  3rd  Jan.,  16th  Jan.  (dead  on  wire  fence)  and  21st 
and  23rd  Aug. 

1966  Singles  at  Hornsea  Mere  on  16th  Oct.(GB,  RF),  and  3rd  Nov.(RV),  3 on  6th 
Nov.(JMB,  CB),  1 on  20th  Nov.(PG,  RJR).  At  least  1 overwintered  and  was  still 
present  in  March  1967.  1 at  Hull  on  12th  Nov. (PC). 

42  Spoonbill 

1965  One  at  Fairburn  on  25th  May(CWin). 

1966  One  at  Fairburn  on  30th  June(per  CWin). 

44  Flamingo 

1965  One  at  Thrybergh  Res.  on  14th  and  15th  March,  an  adult  chilensis;  2 over 
White  Holme  Res,  on  12th  Aug.(VSE,  IM) ; 2 on  Upper  Humber  on  7th  Sept.(DRS). 

45  Mallard 

1965  January  peaks:  r.llOO  at  Spurn  mid-month,  c.2175  at  Hornsea  Mere(BSP, 
DBC),  r.2500  on  Humber  Refuge(TWH)  and  650  at  Leighton  Res.(PJS)  on  24th; 
500  at  Fairburn  on  23rd.  In  autumn,  Gouthwaite  Res.  held  its  highest  ever,  1930  on 
14th  Oct.(AFGW)  and  1400  on  21st;  c.l  100  at  Fairburn  on  26th  Sept,  and  3rd  Oct; 
1120  at  Leighton  and  Roundhill  Res.  on  10th  Oct.,  1400  on  17th  Oct.,  and  2400  on 
14th  Nov(EEJ,  RHAp);  400+  at  Wentworth  Park  on  21st  Nov.(JIM).  December 
peaks  at  the  good  localities  were  very  high;  c.5000  on  Humber  Refuge  on  4th  and 
lOth(DRS) ; 250  at  Broomhill  Res.  on  5th(CB) ; c.4000  at  Hornsea  Mere(BSP,DBC), 
r.l200  on  Lower  Derwent  floods(AFGW)  and  c.3500  at  Leighton  and  Roundhill  Res. 
(EEJ,  RHAr),  all  on  12th;  1200-2000  at  Spurn  from  16th  and  c.1340  at  Eccup  Res. 
on  25th;  still  1000  at  Fairburn  on  28th,  but  Gouthwaite  Res.  numbers  dropped. 

1966  Peaks,  early  in  the  year  and  late,  vary  in  size  and  importance  according  to  the 
nature  and  size  of  the  flood  water,  lake  or  mere.  Thus,  on  the  River  Hull  floods  at 
Leven  Carr  from  January  to  March  it  was  impossible  to  count  properly  because  of  the 
extent  of  the  area.  Most  impressive  numbers  were  present  and  may  have  accounted 
for  the  drop  in  Hornsea  Mere  numbers (FIOB).  Yet  Hornsea  had  c.4650  on  2nd  Jan., 
C.4000  on  16th  Jan.,  r.2200  on  26th  Feb.,  with  down  to  c.  150  by  26th  March;  autumn 
peak  was  3000+  on  11th  Dec.  The  Upper  Humber  Wildfowl  Refuge  had  up  to 
5000  throughout  January,  and  up  to  3000  during  February.  Spurn’s  spring  peak  was

2000  in  early  January  and  in  autumn  numbers  reached  2500  by  31st  Dec.  Inland 
spring  numbers  were  normal  in  V.C.64  but  autumn  flocks  were  spectacular.  Gouth- 
waite  Res.  had  700  on  30th  Oct.,  1 160  on  19th  Nov.,  down  to  870  by  31st  Dec;  Eccup 
Res.  had  1 150  on  23rd  Oct;  Harewood  Lake.  1600  on  17th  and  18th  Dec.  (1000  hand 
reared  birds  were  released  at  Harewood  in  June).  Other  large  concentrations  were 
larger  in  autumn,  e.g.  Teesmouth  max.  1141  on  15th  Jan.,  1398  on  25th  Dec;  Castle 
Howard,  1200  on  16th  Jan.,  1750  on  13th  Nov.  Peaks  for  smaller  waters  include 
C.214  Langsett  Res.  on  3rd  Jan;  320  Broomhead  Res.  on  20th  Nov;  240  Wentworth 
Park  on  16th  Jan;  156  Bretton  Park  on  27th  Dec;  1750  Leighton  and  Roundhill  Res. 
on  13th  Nov;  350  Copgrove  Lake  in  December;  660  Lindley  Res.  on  9th  Oct;  570 
Sawley  on  13th  Nov.  A nest  with  8 eggs  was  burnt  on  Ilton  Moor  on  16th  March 
and  a leucistic  bird  was  on  Leighton  Res.  on  11th  Oct.(PY). 

46  Teal 

1965  January:  600  at  Fairburn  on  23rd,  an  isolated  peak;  c.lOO  at  Hornsea  Mere 
on  17th(BSP,  DBG)  and  c.250  on  Humber  Refuge  on  27th(TWH);  180+  at  Thry- 
bergh  Res.  on  6th  Feb. (GIB,  BB).  Autumn:  small  numbers  at  Spurn  but  268  moved 
S on  26th  Sept,  (exceptional  sea  passage  day)  and  104  S on  13th  Nov;  Fairburn  max. 
600  on  3rd  Oct;  180  at  Gouthwaite  Res.  on  12th  Sept,  and  130  on  20th  Nov;  90  at 
Wentworth  Park  on  21st  Nov.(JIM);  c.lOOO  at  Hornsea  Mere  on  12th  Dec. (BSP, 
DBG);  C.700  on  Lower  Derwent  floods  on  12th  Dec.(AFGW). 

1966  Comments  under  Mallard  regarding  the  counts  on  the  River  Hull  floods 
apply  equally  to  this  species.  On  River  Derwent  floods  over  1000  were  present  on 
13th  March.  Present  at  Hornsea  Mere  during  first  three  months  with  c.250  on  13th 
Feb.  highest  count,  but  from  October  onwards  numbers  built  up  to  c.600  in  early 
Decemb^er.  In  comparison.  Spurn  max.  was  83  on  28th  Sept.,  with  only  occasional 
birds  in  spring,  yet  Teesmouth  had  January  max.  100  on  30th,  1 10  on  5th  Feb.,  and

1965  No  proof  of  breeding.  One  at  Burstwick  GP  on  28th  March,  2 at  Worsbrough 
Res.  on  29th,  2 at  Broomhill  Flash,  28th  March-7th  April  and  1 on  9th  April;  1 near 
Patrington  on  4th  April  and  Spurn  on  6th;  2 at  Leventhorpe  Park  on  18th;  2 at 
Denaby  Ings  on  5th,  11th  and  1 on  25th  April.  In  May,  2 at  Hangthwaite  on  9th 
and  15th  and  3 on  16th.  At  Fairburn,  2 on  2 1st  April,  up  to  4 until  28th  July  when  12 
present,  the  last  6 on  1st  Aug.  Other  singles  at  Altoft  on  10th  July,  Adwick-le-Street 
SF  on  1st  Aug.,  Woodhouse  Mill  on  14th  and  28th  Aug.  and  flying  S at  Spurn  on 
21st  Aug. 

1966  A d at  Harlington  Flash  on  30th  March  was  the  first  and  2 at  Fairburn  on 
10th  April  the  next.  From  then  until  the  last  at  Fairburn  on  4th  Sept.,  single  birds 
and  parties  up  to  a max.  of  5 recorded  from  five  other  localities. 

49  Gadwall 

1965  Low  numbers  at  the  2 regular  localities,  where  recorded  in  all  months.  At 
Hornsea  Mere  a family  of  7 on  7th  and  15th  Aug. (BSP)  max.  seen  9 on  2nd  Oct; 
Fairburn  max.  12  during  June;  1-2  at  two  W.R.  waters  in  early  May;  1-2  at  two 
inland  waters  and  off  Filey  and  Spurn  in  September-October. 

1966  None  at  Hornsea  Mere  until  a single  d on  26th  March,  a pair  on  7th  April, 
regular  from  31st  July  to  year  end  with  max  (for  county)  of  24  on  2nd  Oct.,  dropping 
to  2 in  December.

Fairburn,  one  on  12th  to  19th  Jan.,  and  1 on 
10th  April;  Gouthwaite,  1 on  22nd  and  23rd  Jan.,  1 on  20th  Feb.,  1 frequently  from 
12th  Nov.,  with  2 on  6th  and  26th  Dec;  Chelker  Res.,  1 on  13th  Nov.,  and  2 on  27th 
Nov.,  for  several  days,  one  staying  to  year  end.  At  South  Gare,  8 $$  seen  together  as 
one  flock  was  unusual  (SN). 

73  Shelduck 

1965  Inland:  1-5  at  9 W.R.  waters  from January-May,  5 at  Ilton  Res.,  on  15th  Feb.; 
at  P'airburn,  18  on  18th  July;  up  to  6 juvs.  at  Wath  Ings  in  August;  1-6  at  10  W.R. 
waters  from  August-November;  max.  13  at  Fairburn  on  14th  Nov.  Upper  Humber 
records  suggest  a shift  from  Whitton  Sand  (max.  192  on  23rd  Feb.),  to  RedcliffSand 
off  N Ferriby  (c.600  on  13th  and  20th  May);  18  broods  were  brought  down  Market 
Weigh  ton  Canal  June-July  through  the  lock  gates  into  the  estuary  (T.  Dickinson) ; 
after  c.260  on  Whitton  Sand  on  24th  July,  autumn  max.  there  was  c.  100  on  26th 
Sept;  “majority  moved  out  from  Whitton  on  1 2th- 18th  July” (AMP) ; E flight  noted 
at  Spurn  on  22nd-25th  July.

14,  Knotford  Nook  16,  Black- 
moorfoot 11,  all  on  29th  Dec.  Moult  migration  to  E at  Spurn  between  9th  and  25th

76  WMte-fronted  Goose 

1965  Five  flew  in  from  E at  Filey  Brigg  on  30th  Oct.(RHAp) ; a small  party  heard 
at  night  over  Hull  on  12th  Dec. (BSP);  6 on  the  lower  Derwent  floods  on  27th  Dec. 
(AFGW). 

1966  Six  joined  Bewick’s  Swans  on  the  ice  at  Bubwith  Ings  on  4th  Jan.  (M  & NR) ; 
3 at  Hollym  Carr  on  8th  Jan(BSP). 

78  Pink-footed  Goose 

1965  Fluctuating  numbers  on  the  Humber  Refuge  in  early  months  from  nil  on 
lst-4th  Jan.,  to  600  coming  in  from  NW  on  17th  Feb;  1 (pricked?)  from  30th  April- 13th 
May.  Autumn:  20  on  the  Refuge  on  8th  and  12th  Sept.,  r.500  from  25th-27th  Sept., 
C.1800  on  2nd  Oct.,  r.3000  on  14th-15th  Oct.,  c.2000-2500  from  16th  Oct.-7th  Nov., 
t.500  from  12th-30th  Nov.,  then  c.60  to  year  end.  These  low  figures  seem  to  reflect  the 
decline  of  the  flocks  at  the  S end  of  the  British  wintering  population.

1966  Observations  at  the  Humber  Refuge  ended  on  4th  March  and  show  a con- 
tinued decline  in  numbers.

12th  Nov.(CJF);  North  Duffield,  c.l5  on  11th  Dec.(HOB).  Records  of  Grey  Geese 
sp.  from  up  to  20  localities,  mainly  of  flocks  flying  over,  numbers  varying  from  30  to 
one  flock  of  200-300  flying  N over  Harrogate  on  23rd  Jan.,  was  700  strong  when  seen 
10  minutes  later  5 miles  N.  Most  other  flocks  were  in  autumn  with  <;.200  at  West 
Melton  on  2nd  Nov.  (AC)  the  largest.

1965  No  records. 

1966  One  on  Leighton  Res.  on  28th  Oct.(EEJ)  seen  on  30th  Oct.  and  2nd  Nov. 
(PJC,  AFGW). 

80  Brent  Goose 

1965  Only  recorded  at  Spurn;  2 on  10th  April;  1-2  from  mid-October  to  mid- 
November;  12  on  20th  Nov. 

1966  Between  3rd  and  9th  Feb.,  up  to  5 at  Spurn  were  dark-breasted,  as  were  15 
and  17  on  13th  and  17th  Feb.,  at  Seal  Sands(ECG,  PJS).  Redcar,  1 on  19th  Feb.(TB) ; 
Brough  Salting,  one  intermediate  on  20th  Feb.  (BSP,DBC) ; South  Gare,  2 on  23rd  Feb ; 
Seal  Sands,  3rd- 13  th  March  and  one  on  27  th  March  (EGG);  Hornsea  Mere,  18 
(one  dark)  on  13th  March(BSP,  EHW);  Hull  city  centre,  2 flying  over  on  16th 
March(DBC);  Spurn,  one  on  19th  Nov.,  and  2 on  28th  Dec.,  were  dark-breasted.

1966  One  at  Blackmoorfoot  Res.  on  8th  May(BWC);  one  at  Gouthwaite  on  16th 
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July  moved  to  Worsbrough  Res.  on  20th  July  and  stayed  2 weeks;  8 at  Flamborough 
on  28th  Oct.(JF). 

82  Canada  Goose 

1965  Maxima:  Hornsea  Mere:  31,  dropping  to  26;  Castle  Howard:  44+15  young 
on  31st  May;  Wentworth  Park:  r.lOO  in  January  and  February  and  again  in  August- 
December;  Bretton  Park:  r.90  + 33  young  in  late  June,  r.90  on  16th  Sept;  Harewood 
Park:  200+  in  summer;  Ripley:  310  on  3rd-4th  Sept;  Farnham  GP:  r.l50  in  Sep- 
tember-October;  near  Knaresborough : 200-300  in  November:  Leigh ton-Roundhill 
Res:  160  on  10th  Oct.  7 nests  on  open  moorland  near  Ilton(EEJ,  RHA). 

1966  Numbers  continue  to  increase.  Main  flocks,  Harewood  Park  had  summer 
flock  of  115,  building  steadily  from  207  on  4th  Aug.,  to  407  on  16th  Oct.,  with  446 
max.  on  17th  Dec.,  of  which  402  remained  to  year  end;  Harrogate  waters  had  306 
non-breeders  in  July;  Washburn,  Leighton  and  Roundhill  up  to  250  on  16th  Oct; 
Farnham  GP,  265  on  10th  Sept.,  Wentworth  Park,  peak  110  on  14th  Aug;  Bretton 
Park,  peak  120  on  23rd  Oct;  smaller  flocks  Castle  Howard,  up  to  84  in  November  and 
December;  Hornsea  Mere,  from  2 in  January-March  to  31  on  28th  Aug.  Moving 
parties  from  9 localities,  with  c.400  on  River  Ure,  near  Masham,  on  18th  Sept.

84  Mute  Swan

from  30  waters  and  bred  at  9;  c.25  at  Elsecar  Res.  from  March-May,  r.40  at  Aim- 
holme  from  July-September. 

1966  Fairburn  and  Hornsea  Mere  had  the  largest  gatherings.  Fairburn,  cA7  during 
January  and  February,  an  influx  to  42  on  5th  March,  with  fewer  thereafter  until  c.5l 
on  21st  May.  Up  to  89  by  16th  June  remaining  to  17th  Sept.,  and  c.22  from  October 
to  the  year  end.  At  Hornsea  Mere  numbers  increased  from  May  to  a peak  of  149  on 
28th  Aug.,  falling  to  89  by  2nd  Oct.,  but  thereafter  the  herd  stayed  at  between  100 
and  120  to  the  year  end,  which  is  unusual.

GP’s  on  13th,  8 near  Doncaster  on  24th  and  6 at  Wath  Ings  on  31st.  Maxima  in 
November:  19  at  Broomhill  Flash  on  4th  and  13  at  Almholme  on  7th;  in  December, 
12  at  Wath  Ings  on  3rd,  13  at  same  water  on  19th,  16  at  Broomhill  on  27th  and  20  at 
Stocks  Res.  on  28th,  probably  some  duplication  of  flocks  in  Wath-Doncaster  figures. 
Fairburn  flock  wintered  again:  after  9 on  23rd  Oct.,  7 on  5th  Dec.,  increased  to  12  on 
25.th,  14  on  27th  and  30  on  28th.

October  to  year  end.  Fairburn,  24  on  2nd  Jan.,  building  to  32  by  15th  then  falling 
during  February,  back  to  32,  the  last,  on  12th  March.  Stocks  Res.  had  first  of  autumn, 
12  on  11th  Oct.,  which  stayed  to  11th  Dec.  Elsewhere  never  in  excess  of  14.  V.C.65: 
Ellington,  2 on  20th  Jan.  (PV) ; Marfield  Pond,  one  dead  on  10th  April  (RHAr); 
Semerwater,  15  in  December  ( PJS) ; Preston  Moor  Tarn,  first  appeared  November, 
up  to  22  in  December (JSCM) ; Bolton-on-Swale,  2 on  28th  Dec. (PJS). 

86  Bewick’s  Swan 

1965  One  to  12  at  13  waters  (a  dry  winter,  so  mainly  on  reservoirs)  from  January-

March,  most  in  January.  Larger  flocks  in  January,  Ingbirchworth  group:  14  on  3rd, 
21  on  9th- 10th,  down  to  1 on  30th;  Ringstone  Edge  Res:  18  on  3rd;  Wintersett  Res: 
38-39  on  lst-2nd,  21  on  3rd  and  10th-13th,  3 on  31st.  5 at  Wheldrake  Ings  on  17th 
Jan.  were  the  only  Derwent  record.  No  well-marked  return  spring  passage.  4-5 
reported  dead  (cause  unknown)  at  Scout  Dyke  Res.  1 imm.  at  Almholme  on  21st 
May.  Autumn  reports  from  V.C.63  and  64  reflect  the  size  of  the  E.R.  wintering 
flocks:  singles  on  25th-26th  Oct;  2-10  at  8 waters  from  9th-21st  Nov.,  and  2-15  at 
5 waters  from  9th-30th  Dec;  21  at  Semerwater  on  20th  Nov.  V.C.61:  extensive 
floods  in  Lower  Derwent  valley:  47+  on  5th  Dec.  (not  visited  earlier)  rising  to  123 
on  28th;  R.  Hull  valley,  Wawne  to  Watton  Carrs,  local  estimates  of  r.  100-200  from 
17th  Nov;  Hollym  Carrs:  r.75  from  fate  Nov. (local  reports);  cAO  probables  on 
Lambwath  floods  (near  Aldbrough)  from  mid-December. 

1966  V.C.61 : East  Riding  floods  which  were  very  extensive  in  the  autumn  of  1965, 
continued  into  1966  and  large  herds  stayed  throughout  the  winter  in  three  main 
localities.  Lower  Derwent  floods,  the  herd  reached  153  on  3rd  Jan.,  but  birds  must 
have  dispersed  for  a while  from  16th-23rd  Jan.,  when  the  area  was  frozen,  but  206 
were  present  on  30th  Jan.,  ^nd  peaked  to  278  on  13th  Feb.,  the  last  being  228  on  20th 
March.

In  the  first  two  areas  the  dry  summer  of  1965  had  enabled  barley  to  be  sown  which 
was  never  harvested  and  the  swans  are  reported  as  gathering  where  the  floods  covered 
these  fields.

V.C.63:  on  5 
waters  in  spring,  including  Thrybergh  Res.,  21  on  15th-16th  Jan.(CVB,  HC);  Wath 
Ings,  7 from  5th  Feb.-6th  March(HC);  Wintersett  Res.,  8 on  13th  Jan.,  and  29  on 
20th  Jan.  (PBW).  On  6 waters  in  autumn,  of  which  only  2 had  birds  in  spring,  Wath 
Ings,  7 on  11th  Dec.(HC)  and  Wintersett  Res.,  2 on  2nd  Nov.(JAB);  otherwise 
Finningley,  6 on  2nd  Dec.(AEP) ; Broomhill,  up  to  10  in  Dec.(HC) ; Ringstone  Edge 
Res.,  34  on  i2th  Dec.(IM).  V.C.64:  Fairburn,  12th  Jan.  (13),  14th  Jan.  (28);  16th 
Jan.  (46),  and  a single  on  6th  March.  Stocks  Res.,  7 on  1 1th  Jan;  in  autumn,  first  5 
at  Eccup  Res.  on  30th  Oct;  mid-November  saw  main  arrival,  with  birds  on  5 waters 
from  13th  to  28th.  Numbers  at  year  end  did  not  exceed  15  except  20  at  Bawtry  on 
5th  Dec.  V.C.65 : no  records.

1966  A probable  escape  in  the  Huddersfield  area  seen  during  June  and  July,  died 
at  a gamekeeper’s  in  August  (ECJS,  TDB).

1966  Single  birds,  near  North  Newbald,  on  5th  June (JMB,  DS) ; Spurn,  flying  S on 
13th  Sept;  arriving  from  E at  Scarborough  on  7th  Oct.(RHAp,  RP,  AJW).

1965  Singles  in  May  at  Guisborough  on  3rd,  Gouthwaite  Res.  on  10th,  Harewood 
Park  from  13th-31st,  Castle  Howard  on  20th  and  Knotford  Nook  on  30th,  and  in 
June  at  Lockwood  Beck  Res.  on  14th.  In  September,  1 at  Wath  Ings  on  5th,  2 at 
Stocks  Res.  on  12th  and  1 there  on  18th,  1 at  Gouthwaite  Res.  on  18th,  1 at  Glass- 
houses Dam  in  mid-month  and  1 at  Brownhill  Res.  from  22nd  Sept- 13th  Oct.  A 
remarkable  year. 

1966  One  fishing  in  River  Ure  on  16th  April;  1 at  Gouthwaite  Res.  on  15th  May; 
1 frequented  Ribble/Hodder  Valley  near  Slaidburn  on  14th  Oct.  (where  one  has 
been  seen  October-November  for  last  5 years) .

1965  At  Spurn,  1 on  13th  May,  2 on  15th  and  1 on  25th;  1 at  Patrington  Haven  on 
16th  May(JC,  RFD) ; 1 at  Guisborough  on  10th  July (DS-S) ; 1 at  Spurn  on  12th  Aug, 
A record  year. 

1966  One  at  Wath  Ings  on  19th  June(DJS,  HG) ; Spurn,  1 S on  30th  Sept. 

105  Peregrine  Falcon 

1965  No  records  from  V.C’s  61  and  63.  In  N.R.  5 singles  in  January-May,  3 
together  in  1 area  on  15th  Aug.,  and  1 on  21st;  1 at  Scaling  Dam  on  23rd  July(per 
DGB),  2 at  Robin  Hoods  Bay  on  22nd  Sept.,  and  1 on  13th  Oct.(CJF)  and  1 at 
Scarborough  on  27th  Nov.(RHAp). 

1966  One  pair  bred  in  NW  but  3 of  the  4 eggs  disappeared.  Remaining  young  was 
taken  by  an  unlicensed  falconer  but  may  have  been  returned  later.  Only  other 
records — 1 N at  Mappleton  (Hornsea)  on  28th  Jan.  (JESW);  1 S at  Robin  Hoods 
Bay  on  25th  Sept.(CJF) ; and  1 shot  on  Caldbergh  Moor  in  October  by  a person  who 
should  have  known  better.

1965  V.G.61 ; Reports  suggest  a good  breeding  season.  No  noticeable  autumn  influx 

reported  though  S passage  noted  at  Spurn  in  August  (25  on  7th,  11  on  i8th,  24  on 
19th,  22  on  20th)  and  late  Sept.  (10  on  22nd).  V.C.62:  Reports  from  c.30  localities, 
mainly  in  spring,  but  only  2 reports  of  breeding.  V.G.63:  11  pairs  reported  breeding 
and  3+  probables.  482  reports  (561  bird/days),  8 undated  reports  and  3 general 
comments  were  received.

V.C.64:  the  species  seems  to  be  keeping  up  to  strength,  reports  1-3  from  all  parts 
of  the  V.G.,  both  low  and  high  areas.  V.G.65:  “Fairly  plentiful”  in  Teesdale  and 
Swaledale(VFB)  but  “still  few  and  far  between”  on  the  Plain  of  York  and  the  Vale  of 
Mowbray (PJS).  In  the  Sedbergh  area  23  nests  were  located  and  4 strongly  suspected. 
Success  figures  based  on  8 nests  were:  hatching  success,  79.4%,  fledging  success, 
67.6%,  average  clutch  size,  4.8%,  average  hatching  success,  3.9%,  average  fledging 
success,  3.4%,  These  8 nests  were  all  early  which  had  better  success  than  later  ones. 
C.60  young  reared  in  the  area.  The  heavy  chick  mortality  was  due  to  a sudden  drop 
in  the  availability  of  mammalian  prey,  some  birds  took  to  catching  starlings. 

1966  Continues  to  do  well,  with  sightings  and  reports  of  breeding  from  most  areas 
of  the  county.  No  marked  influx  on  the  coast  in  summer  and  main  passage  at  Spurn 
in  September  (12  on  3rd,  9 on  6th  and  13  on  7th)  and  October  (10  on  21st,  8 on  22nd), 
A pair  again  reared  young  in  vicinity  of  Leeds  Town  Hall,  and  25  young  ringed  in 
Sedbergh  area(DB,  SOS).

1966  Five  cocks  at  lek  near  Tan  Hill  in  May  (GEA) ; 1 in  Upper  Nidderdale  in  May; 
usual  reports  from  Gisburn  Forest. 

115  Red-legged  Partridge 

1965  V.C.62:  singles  at  South  Gate  on  31st  Jan.,  and  in  a South  Bank  street  on 
12th  April;  a covey  (6)  at  Wykeham  on  18th  Dec;  V.C.63:  2 near  Dewsbury  on  31st 
March,  the  westernmost  report;  V.G.65:  3 at  Leighton  Res.  on  28th  Aug.,  2 shot  at 
Golsterdale  (PY),  the  observer’s  first  for  the  area. 

1966  Recorded  from  only  10  localities  scattered  over  the  county,  and  only  2 refer 
to  breeding,  2 pairs  at  Wath  Ings  and  2 family  parties  at  Blaxton  on  3Ist  July(JB). 
Reports  are  probably  not  representative  of  true  status. 

1 17  Quail 


1965  V.G.63:  heard  at  Ingbirchworth  on  i5th  May,  between  Moss  and  Askern  on 
23rd  May,  2 near  Dewsbury  on  9-1 1th  June,  and  1 there  on  20th  Sept;  V.C.64:  14 
released  at  Birkham  Wood,  Knaresborough,  in  October.  One  at  Spurn  on  11th  and 
13th  June.  Bob-whites  {Coiinus  virginianus)  seen  near  Masham  and  some  released  near 
Skipton. 

1966  A poor  year.  Birds  heard  at  Guisborough,  2nd  June(DGB) ; Irton  Moor,  nr. 
Scarborough,  at  least  2 on  8th  June(DF);  Easby,  15th  June(DM) ; nr.  Fordon,  30th 
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July;  Muston,  30th  July(JT) ; East  Hardwick,  6th  and  7th  Aug.(MNR,  RNR).

1966  One  first  seen  at  Muston  on  23rd  April(JT),  was  last  seen  at  08.30  hours  on 
14th  May(RHAp,  HES),  the  day  one  (probably  the  same  bird)  passed  S at  Spurn  at 
14.18  hours.  Four  flying  S at  Muston  on  15th  Oct,(JT),  were  later  seen  at  Flambor- 
ough  the  same  afternoon (AFGW,  et  al).  All  accepted  by  B.B.  Rarities  Committee.

1966  Two  pairs  at  Harewood  Park;  and  probably  at  Fairburn,  though  no  proof.

April(PY),  and  one  in  York  City  on  20th  Oct.(CS).  Birds  at  Spurn  from  24th  Sept, 
to  year  end;  and  one  at  South  Gare  Quarries  on  16th  and  17th  April  was  unusual. 

12 1 Spotted  Crake 

1966  One  picked  up  alive  in  Knaresborough  on  29th  Oct.,  died  the  next  day(JRM). 
A bird  at  South  Gare  on  19th  Oct.  was  almost  certainly  Spotted  Crake(JKS,  SW). 

123  Baillon’s  Crake 

1965  One  seen  near  Guisborough  on  10-12  May,  the  fifth  county  record  (NH,  AB, 
PJS,  et  al).  (Accepted  by  B.B.  Rarities  Committee). 

125  Corncrake 

1965  V.C.63:  calling  at  Farnley  Tyas  in  early  June  and  near  Halifax  on  6th  June; 
V.C.64:  present  near  Ilkley  for  3 weeks  in  May,  at  2 places  near  Ripon  in  May-June 
and  at  Barnoldswick  on  22nd  June;  V.C.65:  2 pairs  thought  to  have  bred  near 
Sedbergh,  8 young  killed  by  mower  in  1 nest. 

1966  One  at  Bishop  Monkton  called  regularly  in  late  May;  1 at  Dacre  on  8th  and 
9th  June;  Spurn,  1 on  9th  June  and  27th  Sept. 

126  Moorhen 

1965  No  significant  records. 

1966  At  Bretton  Park  max.  of  two  years  ago  has  not  been  maintained,  34  on  3rd 
Jan.  and  28  on  20th  Dec.  being  the  highest  counts(RLB).  26  feeding  on  ploughed  field 
at  Almholme  on  9th  Jan. (TG),  and  20  often  at  1 pool  of  Marley  SF  at  end  of  Sept. 
(DV). 

127  Coot 

1965  Late  maxima:  c.700  at  Hornsea  Mere  on  12th  Dec.,  r.600  at  Fairburn  on  19th 
Aug.,  230  at  Ripley  Lake  in  December.  Almholme  and  Bretton  Park  were  virtually 
deserted  by  December. 

1966  The  largest  concentration  was  at  Hornsea  Mere,  where  r.320  on  31st  July 
built  up  to  C.590  by  28th  Aug.,  dropped  to  c.350  by  mid-October  but  rose  slowly  to 
C.1200  by  18th  Dec.(BSP).  At  Fairburn,  150-200  during  January- April,  rose  to  280 
on  5th  June,  400  on  5th  and  12th  July,  falling  to  200-30^0  which  stayed  to  year  end.

1966  Several  pairs  bred  successfully  in  Upper  Wharefdale  and  Littondale;  3 pairs 
in  Catterick  area;  probably  6 pairs  at  points  behind  the  Humber  bank  between 
Easington  and  E.  liull;  and  single  pairs  nr.  Masham  and  at  Thornborough.  Recorded 
from  16  inland  areas  away  from  breeding  stations  and  4 at  Tophill  Low  Res.  on  15th 
May,  with  1 there  on  29th  May  were  unusual(PWI).  Numbers  normal  along  the 
rocky  coast  N of  Scarborough,  building  up  during  August,  when  main  passage  noted 
at  Spurn,  max.  286  on  4th  Aug. 

133  Lapwing 

1965  Still  below  normal  breeding  numbers  at  Barnsley (JSA),  Ingbirchworth(ANS), 
Flamborough(HOB) ; back  to  normal  in  V.C.65  at  Hurst,  Bower  and  on  the  Stang. 
Many  left  Flam  borough  to  SE  on  14th  March;  S movement  at  Spurn  on  14th  and 
15th  March. 
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1966  Movements  in  late  January  were  to  N and  NW  over  Hull,  but  at  Teesmouth 
447  passed  S on  29th  Jan.,  1338  S on  30th  Jan. (WN) ; Scarborough,  500  per  hour  S 
on  30th  Jan.(DF) ; Spurn,  700  S on  30th  Jan.,  and  1545  S on  28th  Feb.  Reports  of 
breeding  success  were  good  from  several  areas.  Autumn  flocks  building  up  by  August, 
400  at  Wentworth  Park  on  28th  Aug. (JIM),  and  400  at  Ingbirchworth  Res.  on  14th 
Aug.  had  reached  r.700  by  11th  Sept.(CB).  Influx  at  Scarborough  on  7th  Oct.,  and 
at  Gristhorpe  on  15th  Oct.,  followed  pattern  of  Spurn  peak  movement  in  October 
with  max.  2227  on  26th  Oct.,  the  day  700  went  N at  South  Gare.  Largest  flock 
recorded,  r.4000  in  several  parties  of  200-500  at  Finningley  on  27th  Nov.(AEP,JB).

V.C.63:  5 pairs  reared  young  and  7 other  pairs  probably  bred;  1 pair  at  a reservoir, 
5 pairs  at  3 GP’s,  1 pair  by  a “flash”,  5 pairs  at  slag  sites;  V.C.64:  10  pairs  bred,  1 pair 
attempted  and  2 pairs  probably  bred;  1 pair  on  river  shingle,  2 pairs  at  1 GP,  7 pairs, 
1 attempt  and  2 probables  at  slag  sites;  V.C.65 : 4 pairs  bred  (and  5th  pair  probably) 
and  a single  bird  present  at  a sixth  site(GP) ; 2 pairs  on  river  shingle  and  2 pairs  and 
1 probable  at  3 GP’s.  The  county  total:  19  pairs  bred,  1 pair  attempted  and  10  pairs 
probably  bred.  Recorded  between  4th  April  and  18th  Sept,  with  increasing  numbers 
of  reports  from  V.C’s  61  and  63  on  autumn  passage. 

1966  V.C.61 : Bred  at  one  site,  with  singles  on  passage  at  Beverley  SF  on  6 dates  in 
August  and  September,  and  up  to  4 at  Brough  Saltings  on  27th  Aug.  V.C.62 : No 
breeding  record,  only  one  juvenile  on  passage  on  24th  July.  V.C.63:  Recorded  from 
12  localities,  with  breeding  proved  at  3 sites  and  possible  at  3 others.  Max.  number 
seen  together  1 1 on  13th  July.

1966  Inland : May,  Fairburn,  5 on  1st,  1 on  14th;  Black  Moss,  1 on  3rd;  Tophill  Low 
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Res.,  3 on  29th  and  31st;  August,  Blackmoorfoot,  1 on  14th;  Fairburn,  2 on  21st,  1 on 
27th;  Wath  Ings,  4 on  28th;  Eccup  Res.,  1 on  29th.  Normal  on  coast.  Spurn  peaks: 
spring,  76  on  11th  April;  autumn:  200  on  16th  Sept. 

144  Long-billed  or  Short-billed  Dowitcher 

1965  One  at  Patrington  Haven  on  15th  and  19th  May  (HOB),  the  second  county 
record. 

145  Common  Snipe 

1965  Recovery  to  normal  breeding  numbers  reported  from  Carlton  (Barnsley)  and 
Wintersett  Res.(JSA)  and  in  Teesdale/Swaledale  area(VFB). 

1966  Reported  as  common  in  suitable  areas,  with  quite  large  counts  in  some 
districts,  such  as  over  80  at  Almholme  Dugout  on  17th  April  (TG). 

147  Jack  Snipe 

1965  Up  to  6 reported  widely  in  January-March;  singles  at  Spurn  on  21st-25th 
April,  at  Catwick  GP  and  Wintersett  Res.  on  24th  April  and  at  Adwick-le-Street  SF 
on  1st  May.  One  atAdwick  again  on  14th  Aug.(FW)  and  1-5  there  from  4th  Oct.- 18th 
Dec. 

1966  Mainly  single  birds  recorded,  from  4 localities  in  spring,  but  much  more 
widely  spread  in  autumn,  with  1 at  Beverley  SF  on  11th  Sept,  the  first.  Four  at 
Woodhouse  Mill  on  22nd  Oct.,  and  12th  Nov;  3 at  Flamborough  on  23rd  Oct;  and 
6 at  Hornsea  Mere  on  13th  Nov. 

148  Woodcock 

1965  No  significant  records. 

1966  Bred  normally,  with  breeding  season  reports  from  many  suitable  localities. 
Passage  normal  at  Spurn,  supported  by  records  of  odd  birds  at  other  coastal  points 
and  in  Hull  City  Centre  where  single  birds  were  seen  flying  over  on  21st  April  and 
again  on  10th  Oct.  One  spent  a whole  day  feeding  on  the  lawn  of  the  Scarborough 
Museum,  retreating  beneath  bushes  as  people  walked  past(CIM).

151  Whimbrel 

1965  Spring  passage  between  12  th  April  and  6th  June  with  max.  c.30  near  Pauli 
on  15th  May;  singles  at  6 inland  places.  At  Spurn  from  4th  July  with  50-60  from  19th 
to  28th  July;  maxima  in  late  August:  12  over  Wath  Ings;  6 over  Knaresborough ; c.50 
at  Cherry  Cobb  and  130+  at  Spurn,  all  on  30th.  One  flock  of  70  at  South  Gare  on 
4th  Sept;  1-3  at  8 inland  places.  The  last,  3 at  Spurn  on  5th  Oct. 

1966  Spring  passage  as  normal,  between  1 1th  April  and  7th  June,  mainly  along  the 
coast,  but  records  from  5 inland  localities.  Return  movements  from  mid-July  with 
largest  numbers  in  August;  max.  at  Spurn,  133  on  4th  Aug;  inland:  23  at  Fairburn 
on  21st  Aug.  Stragglers  at  Spurn  up  to  21st  Oct. 

X54  Black-tailed  Godwit 

1965  One  at  Lofthouse  on  1 7th  April,  1 at  Hessle  on  25th  April  and  2 there  on  28th, 

2 at  Brough  on  3rd  May,  1 at  Cherry  Cobb  on  17th  and  25th  May,  and  1 at  Flam- 
borough  on  23rd  May.  One  at  Wath  Ings  on  14th  July  and  9th  August;  at  Spurn,

1966  The  only  inland  record,  4 at  Fairburn  on  10th  April.  On  the  coast,  the  first 
at  three  points  were  2 at  Spurn  on  27th  March,  8 at  Filey  Brigg  on  2nd  April  and  2 
at  South  Gare  on  6th  April.  Fair  numbers  were  at  Atwick  on  3rd  June  and  at  Flam- 
borough  on  26th  June,  following  the  spring  peak  at  Spurn  of  136  on  28th  May. 
Autumn  passage  was  normal  in  timing  but  numbers  were  low  with  500  at  Spurn  on 
11th  Sept,  as  max.  5 at  Robin  Hood’s  Bay  on  12th  Oct.  were  followed  there  by 
singles  on  14th  and  17th,  and  the  last  at  Spurn  was  on  21st  Oct. 

224  Razorbill 

1965  No  significant  records. 

1966  2 were  seen  to  land  on  cliff  at  Blea  Wyke,  Ravenscar,  on  23rd  July,  and  during 
June  and  July  up  to  20  birds  were  seen  just  offshore.  Breeding  was  not  proved(DF). 

226  Little  Auk 

1965  1 at  Filey  Brigg  on  30th  Jan.  (RHAp).  Two  dead  at  South  Gare  in  March,  and 
1 oiled  on  30th  May.  In  Nov.,  1 alive  at  Cloughton  Newlands  (J  mile  inland)  on 
5th  Nov.,  died  next  day;  1 at  South  Gare  on  7th  Nov.(DGB) ; Spurn,  2 on  3rd,  4 on 
4th  and  1 on  13th. 

1966  Records  include  the  usual  casualties,  1 alive  but  oiled  in  Cayton  Bay  on  5th 
Jan.(CIM);  1 freshly  dead  at  South  Gare  on  17th  Jan.  (GST) ; 1 alive  but  died  at 
Robin  Hoods  Bay  on  5th  Feb.(CJF);  1 long  dead  at  South  Gare  on  7th  May(DGB). 
In  autumn,  October  birds  at  Spurn  on  24th  (1),  25th  (10),  26th  (1),  27th  (2).  An 
oiled  bird  at  Saltburn  on  1st  Nov.  died(NWH);  on  6th  Nov.  cA2  close  in  at  Flam- 
borough  with  possibly  20  more  further  out(HOB) ; 1 at  Redcar  on  17th  Nov;  3 at 
Spurn  on  1 8th  Nov.  and  1 the  next  day. 

227  Guillemot 

1965  1 found  alive  (un-oiled)  in  a greenhouse  at  Knaresborough  on  20th  Jan. 
Released  on  the  R.  Nidd  it  dived  and  swam  strongly. 

1966  A paper  on  the  occurrence  of  the  Northern  race  in  Yorkshire  waters  was 
published  by  J.  R.  Mather  (see  Nat.  898:81-84).  22  dead  specimens  were  confirmed 
by  JRM  as  of  this  race  during  1966  and  a well-defined  live  bird  was  in  Scarborough 
Harbour  on  26th  Dec.(AJW).  In  Robin  Hoods  Bay,  13  oiled  birds  were  found 
between  13th  Jan.  and  21st  Feb.(CJF). 

229  Black  Guillemot 

1965  1 at  Spurn  on  29th  July  was  in  winter  plumage.  1 at  South  Gare  on  16th  Nov. 

(TB,  IB). 

232  Stock  Dove 

1965  No  significant  records. 

1966  At  Spurn,  seen  on  one  date  in  May,  seven  dates  in  July,  and  once  in  Aug. 
1 on  Skipwith  Common  on  6th  Feb;  a nest  at  Ilton  was  in  a barn  amongst  bales  of 
hay(PY) ; 1 at  Fish  Lake  under  Mickle  Fell  on  1 1th  June(PJS). 

234  Wood  Pigeon 

1965  No  significant  records. 

1966  Large  flocks  included  r.lOOO  at  Burnt  Ings,  near  Doncaster  on  1st  Jan;  at 
Blaxton,  r.500  on  27th  Feb.,  and  2000-3000  on  18th  Dec;  r.l400  at  Fairburn  on  23rd 
April;  c.  1800  crossing  Spurn  Point  on  25th  Nov. 

235  Turtle  Dove 

1965  The  bird  which  was  seen  with  Collared  Doves  at  South  Milford  from  20th 
Dec.  1964  to  year  end,  stayed  until  7th  March,  reappearing  on  8th  May  and  stayed 
until  22nd  Aug.  It  was  probably  an  escape  from  captivity.  1 at  Bempton  on  3rd  April 
(PYe)  was  early.  Next,  at  Wintersett,  3 on  1st  May,  with  general  arrival  up  to  16th 
May.  Flock  of  80  at  Armthorpe  on  29th  May(TG)  and  r.50  at  Lindholme  on  22nd 
Aug.  Common  along  the  mid-Swale  Valley,  particularly  around  Great  Langdon. 
4 at  Cherry  Cobb  (not  a breeding  area)  on  15th  May  and  3 on  2nd  June.  The  last, 
1 at  Stanley  SF  on  2nd  Oct. (JAB). 

1966  3 at  Fairburn  on  24th  April  were  the  first,  but  records  from  several  localities 
by  the  end  of  the  month.  Peak  passage  period  at  Spurn  on  4th  and  5th  June,  when  68 
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(in  parties  of  up  to  18)  and  30  passed  respectively.  Flocks  of  30  near  Catterick  Bridge 
on  25th  June,  and  20  at  Thornborough  GP  on  19th  June  were  highest  concentrations. 
1 at  Hampsthwaite  on  21st  Oct.  was  last. 

— Collared  Dove 

1965  V.C.61:  Recorded  from  13  new  localities,  with  nesting  confirmed  in  6 sites, 
though  numbers  indicate  extensive  breeding.  Most  numerous  in  Bridlington,  with 
up  to  60  in  one  road.  V.C.62 : Recorded  from  7 localities,  5 of  them  new.  V.C.63 : 
1 at  Mytholmroyd  on  5th  May  was  a new  locality.  Reported  from  4 other  places. 
V.C.64:  Continues  to  spread  W.  1 at  Gouthwaite  on  1st  May  was  first  in  Upper 
Nidderdale.  Bred  at  Ilkley  for  first  time.  At  Selby,  r.70  fed  at  B.O.C.M.  mill.  V.C.65 : 
No  records. 

1966  Continues  to  spread  and  for  colonies  to  increase.  V.C.61 : Reported  from  9 
new  localities,  including  a pair  which  bred  successfully  at  Kilnsea.  At  Hull  is  increas- 
ing and  filling  in  area  between  NW  Suburbs  and  Cottingham  where  the  population 
is  now  very  large  and  well  distributed;  Skidby,  2-3  pairs;  extended  in  3 areas  at 
Hornsea;  increased  at  Sigglesthorne,  r.l8  in  September.  V.C.62:  Reported  from  4 
new  localities,  including  r.60  in  Hutton  Buscel  GP  on  6th  Aug;  24  in  Albert  Park, 
Middlesbrough,  on  12th  Nov.  V.C.63:  reported  from  5 new  localities;  including  2 
which  arrived  at  Shipley  on  31st  May  and  bred  successfully — by  the  year  end  15 
were  present.  V.C.64:  continues  to  flourish  and  to  spread  towards  NW.  Leeds 
colonies,  4-5  pairs  at  Chapeltown,  12  pairs  around  Chapel  Allerton.  V.C.65:  second 
record,  about  10  miles  from  first  in  1964  at  East  Cowton,  a pair  at  Bolton-on-Swale 
on  28th  June. 

337  Cuckoo 

1965  First:  Harewood  and  Wentbridge  on  25th  April,  Spurn  and  Burley  on  26th 
April,  with  main  arrival  on  first  few  days  of  May.  General  comments  all  indicate  a 
slight  improvement  in  status. 

1966  First  at  Leyburn  on  21st  April,  with  records  from  all  parts  of  the  county  by 
30th  April. 

241  Barn  Owl 

1965  V.C.61 : Breeding  confirmed  in  3 localities  and  birds  seen  regularly  at  a fourth. 
Casual  sightings  in  6 places  between  4th  Sept,  and  year  end,  mainly  in  Holderness. 
1 freshly  dead  at  Spurn  on  1st  Nov.  V.C.62:  Breeding  confirmed  in  Guisborough, 
with  sightings  in  3 other  places.  V.C.63:  reported  from  21  places.  Nested  in  roof  of 
an  occupied  house  at  Rotherham,  last  young  leaving  nest  on  30th  Nov.(RGH). 
V.C.64:  7 breeding  records.  V.C.65:  only  3 single  birds  reported  with  no  breeding 
known. 

1966  The  species  seems  to  be  doing  fairly  well,  if  sightings  of  single  birds  at  dusk  are 
any  indication.  Seen  at  16  localities  in  V.C.61,  5 localities  in  V.C.62,  9 in  V.C.63, 
quite  regularly  in  a wide  variety  of  places  in  V.C.64  and  at  2 places  in  V.C.65. 
Breeding  is  known  or  suspected  from  birds  carrying  food  in  9 localities. 

246  Little  Owl 

1965  V.C.61:  Reported  from  8 localities,  only  one  record  being  of  more  than  a 
single  bird.  V.C.62:  Records  from  2 places,  single  birds  only  seen.  V.C.63:  Reported 
from  13  places.  V.C.64:  More  casual  sightings  of  roadside  birds,  with  breeding  proved 
in  3 localities,  and  records  suggesting  nesting  in  8 others.  V.G.65 : Reported  from  5 
localities. 

1966  Differing  reports  received,  e.g.  V.C.63,  reported  from  15  localities  with  no 
evidence  of  breeding,  and  said  to  be  decreasing;  V.C.64,  seems  to  be  doing  fairly  well, 
and  seen  singly  in  several  places,  4 together  at  1 site.  3 nests  were  located  near  Guis- 
borough, but  single  birds  from  2 other  places  only  other  records  received  for  V.G.62. 
In  V.C.61  and  V.C.65,  reported  from  9 and  1 localities  respectively. 

247  Tawny  Owl 

1965  The  records  indicate  a successful  year.  An  albino?  which  has  nested  at 
Millthrop,  near  Sedburgh,  since  1960  produced  2 young(SOS). 

1966  Records  from  all  vice-counties  indicate  the  species  can  be  found  in  all  likely 
sites  and  that  it  breeds  freely. 

248  Long-eared  Owl 

1965  V.C.61 : In  March,  singles  at  Millington  on  13th,  Patrington  on  26th  and  2 at 
Wawne  on  27th;  4 on  Skipwith  Common  on  8th  July;  singles  at  Spurn  on  9th  and 
26th  Oct.,  2 on  20th  Nov.,  1 only  next  day.  Bred  at  South  Cliffe  Carrs,  2 young 
reared(EBB).  V.C.62:  1 at  Hancow  on  26th  Aug.  V.C.63:  Up  to  3 roosted  at  Haw 
Park  and  at  Melton  Wood  in  January  and  February.  2 pairs  nested  in  Doncaster 
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area,  both  in  old  magpies’  nests(RJR)  and  2 pairs  near  Sheffield(RGH).  V.C.64: 
Bred  at  Timble,  fresh  remains  of  a young  bird  found  beneath  tree(RCP,  ESS), 
V.C.65:  1 at  Ronaldkirk  in  mid-Aug. 

1966  At  Spurn,  2 on  21st  April  and  1 on  23rd,  then  singles  on  5 dates  in  Oct.  and 

1 in  Nov.  Elsewhere,  1 at  Haw  Park  on  1st  Jan(JSA) ; 1 at  Brierley  on  19th  Jan. (CNS) ; 

2 at  Almholme  on  20th  March(RJR);  and  1 at  South  Gare  on  14th  Oct,(SN).  Only 
evidence  of  possible  nesting,  2 young  heard  at  Thorne  Moors  on  1 1th  June (RV). 

249  Short-eared  Owl 

1965  V.C.61 : 1-2  present  at  Broomfleet  Island  up  to  27th  March;  several  about 
Hotham  Carr,  last  seen  on  24th  April;  display,  with  birds  seen  on  six  dates  between 
13th  March  and  5th  June  indicate  breeding  at  Millington  Pastures.  Isolated  records 
from  8 localities;  at  Spurn,  singles  on  4 dates  in  April  and  early  May,  and  on  14 
dates  between  mid-July  and  early  Nov.  1 followed  from  the  horizon  as  it  came  in 
from  the  sea  at  Filey  Brigg  on  9th  Oct.(RHAp).  V.C.62:  3 isolated  records  of  single 
birds.  V.C.63 : singles  reported  from  6 localities,  and  a few  seen  on  the  Halifax  Moors 
during  the  breeding  season.  V.C.64:  Successful  breeding  in  4 localities — Beamsley 
Moor,  Burley  Moor  (2  pairs),  Sawley  Moor  and  Thruscross,  with  12  young  reared 
altogether.  Singles  from  2 localities  otherwise.  V.C,65:  recorded  in  breeding  season 
from  8 localities,  with  breeding  suspected  at  2. 

1966  Although  breeding  was  reported  from  the  moorland  areas  in  the  W of  the 
county,  and  from  1 site  in  the  NE,  there  were  no  records  from  V.C.65,  Except  for 
Spurn,  numbers  of  birds  on  the  move  were  fewer,  with  singles  from  12  localities, 
mainly  during  Sept,  to  Dec.  4 were  at  Almholme  on  6th  March (RJR)  and  3 bteween 
Huggate  and  Thixendale  on  23rd  Oct.  At  Spurn,  seen  regularly  in  April,  with  3 on 
28th,  1 on  3 days  in  August,  and  up  to  3 regularly  between  end  of  Sept,  and  early  Nov. 

252  Nightjar 

1965  V.C,61:  At  Skipwith  Common,  3 heard  on  8th  July,  certainly  not  the  total 
population;  5 heard  at  Allerthorpe  Common  on  16  Aug.(EHW);  bred  at  Hotham 
Carrs,  but  missing  from  Cliff  Wood,  Market  Weighton,  1 mile  N for  second  year. 
V.C.62:  no  records  received.  V.C.63:  1 cJ  but  no  $,  seen  at  Haw  Park  on  4 dates 
between  25th  May  and  1 1th  July  (MNR) ; heard  near  Doncaster  and  near  Wroot. 
V.C.64:  7 pairs  located  on  Sawley  High  Moor,  but  only  1 proved  to  breed.  V.C.65: 
no  records. 

1966  First  heard  at  Sawley  High  Moor  on  8th  May.  Recorded  from:  V.C.61:  6 
localities,  breeding  confirmed  at  1 site;  V.C.62:  2 localities,  breeding  at  1;  V.C.63, 
breeding  in  3 areas;  V.C.64:  normal;  V.C.65:  breeding  proved  at  1 site. 

255  Swift 

1965  First,  Shipley  on  29th  April,  and  Hornsea  Mere  next  day.  Main  arrival  in 
early  May,  but  peak  days  of  passage  at  Spurn  15th  (2000),  16th  (1500),  and  21st 
June  (1500)  and  again  in  July,  5th  (1 100)  and  25th  (1400).  At  least  1000  at  Warland 
Res.  on  1st  July  and  up  to  1000  on  2 dates  in  July  at  Esholt  SF.  A count  of  breeding 
pairs  in  Ripon  City  produced  r.250  pairs(RG).  Sept,  records  from  14  localities,  and 
Oct.  birds,  2 at  Withernsea  on  3rd,  and  singles  at  Spurn  on  2nd,  3rd  and  9th. 

1966  First  were  at  Ripley  (1)  and  Harrogate  (2)  on  21st  April,  Thorncliffe  (1) 
and  Spofforth  (4)  on  22nd,  Thackley  (3)  on  23rd  and  Spurn,  Hornsea  and  Robin 
Hoods  Bay  on  24th.  By  early  May  numbers  built  up,  e.g.  r.200  at  Worsbrough  Res. 
on  7th  and  r.  100  at  Hornsea  on  9th.  Large  numbers  moved  S at  Spurn  during  June 
and  July  with  peaks  of  2,500  on  4th  June  and  3500  on  10th  July.  Usual  assemblies  in 
Aug.,  e.g.  r.500  at  Hackenthorpe  on  11th  Aug.  700  passing  E at  Roth  well  on  29th 
Sept,  were  late  for  such  a large  number,  with  Oct.  birds,  5 at  Rothwell  on  10th, 
singles  at  Flamborough  on  16th  and  at  Robin  Hoods  Bay  on  20th  (/Spurn  where  last 
was  on  14th  Sept. 

258  Kingfisher 

1965  V.C.61:  2 reported  on  Market  Weighton  canal  in  June.  Single  birds  at 

Foxfleet(HOB)  and  Welton  Water(RV)  in  Oct.  V.C.62:  no  records.  V.C.63:  Singles 
at  Bretton  Park  (Feb.,  April,  Nov.);  Ackworth  (Feb.,  March,  Oct.);  Swinton  (Jan., 
Feb.,  Nov.);  Wath  Ings  on  20th  Nov;  Beckfoot  Bridge  and  Esholt  (2)  in  June  and 
July.  V.C.64:  singles— Copgrove  in  June;  near  Ilkley  (March,  July) ; Fairburn  in 
Aug;  Ribston  Park  in  Dec.  and  occasionally  at  Kilnsey.  2 pairs  bred  near  Sherburn- 
in-Elmet  and  1 pair  near  Ripon,  V.C.65:  1 seen  entering  nesting  hole  at  Catterick 
Bridge  on  29th  May  and  a single  sighting  at  Crakehall  in  July(GEA),  Obviously  a 
continued  improvement  in  numbers. 
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1966  A definite  recovery  in  the  W.  V.C.61 : 2 reports,  1 of  breeding  success;  V.C.62 : 
a single  bird  at  Guisborough  the  only  report;  V.C.63:  reports  of  5 pairs  and  several 
singles;  V.C.  64:  recorded  from  9 localities,  including  breeding  at  1;  V.G.65:  1 
report  from  the  R.  Rawthey  in  the  W and  2 from  the  Swale  to  the  E. 

262  Green  Woodpecker 

1965  V.C.61 : Records  from  6 localities  and  1 at  Spurn  on  15th  April.  V.G.62:  no 
records  received.  V.C’63 : Reported  from  Bradford  district  (6  areas) ; Doncaster  (6 
areas);  Halifax  (4  areas);  2 at  Chidswell  on  13th  June,  and  reported  regularly  from 
Bretton  Park  in  Jan- April.  V.C. 64:  2 pairs  bred  at  Harewood  Park,  and  recorded 
singly  from  12  areas  in  Nidderdale;  Bindley  Res;  Temple  Newsam,  and  Fairburn. 
V.C. 65:  4 sightings  from  Ilton,  the  only  record  received. 

1966  Only  a slow  increase,  and  many  comments  received  say  that  the  species  is 
still  rarely  seen.  No  records  refers  to  breeding  proved,  though  in  an  area  near  Don- 
caster 6 pairs  were  known  of.  Sightings  from  6 localities  in  V.C.61,  7 in  V.C.62, 
9 in  V.C.63,  1 1 in  V.C.64  and  2 in  V.C.65.

V.C.62:  1 at  Scarborough  on  16th  May(JRG) ; 1 in 
Ryedale,  near  Helmsley,  on  1st  May(ADW,  VSC) ; 2 at  Cloughton  on  27th  Dec.(DF). 
V.C.63 : 2 pairs  bred  at  Sandall  Beat(DK) ; 4 sightings  at  Bretton  Park,  2 chasing 
on  one  occasion(JED,  et  al);  1 at  Armthorpe  on  8th  Jan. (TG);  1 at  Chidswell  on 
11th  Feb.(RN);  1 at  Tell  Wood  on  5th  March(DV).  V.C.64:  Singles  recorded  at 
Harewood  (Jan.  and  June),  Ilkley  (Jan.),  Ripley  (March),  Burley  (April),  Copgrove 
(Aug.),  Shidley  and  Alwoodley  (Dec.).  V.C.65:  1 heard  drumming  at  Whiston, 
Teesdale  on  6th  May(EGB);  a J mistnetted  at  Sedbergh  SF  on  21st  April  weighed 
22  grms(SOS). 

1966  V.C.61 : 1 at  Hornsea  Mere  on  23rd  Jan. (FJT) ; V.C.62 : 1 heard  near  Staithes 
on  23rd  May  (DGB) ; V.C.63 : 1 at  Bretton  Park  on  20th  Feb.,  and  was  heard  drumming 
on  several  dates  between  7th  April  and  12th  May(RLB);  V.C.64:  reported  from 
usual  sites — Bolton  Abbey,  Harewood  Park,  Esholt  SF  and  Studley  Park;  V.C.65: 
a near  Sedbergh  during  May  (SOS). 

265  Wryneck 

1965  Spurn:  1 on  1st  and  2nd  May.  Daily  between  4th  and  16th  Sept.,  with  4th  (7), 
6th  (8)  and  7th  (7).  Flamborough,  2 on  5th  Sept.  (HOB)  would  indicate  more  in  the 
area  if  a fuller  search  could  have  been  made.  Redcar,  3 from  5th-7th  Sept.(TB). 
South  Gare,  2 on  4th  Sept,  and  1 on  1 lth(TB,  JCN,  et  al).  Inland:  1 caught  in  a York 
conservatory  on  12th  Sept.(CS). 

1966  Singles  at  Spurn  on  25th  Aug.,  followed  by  singles  on  25th,  27th,  29th  and 
30th,  then  17  in  first  7 days  of  Sept.  2 at  Flamborough  on  28th  Aug.(JF,  HOB)  and  1 
at  South  Gare  on  30th  Aug.  arrived  with  many  other  migrant  species(HM,  NJ) ; 
1 at  Filey  on  3rd  Sept. (FJT).  Inland  at  same  period  singles  near  Doncaster  on  28th 
Aug;  Fairburn  on  29th  Aug;  and  Settle  on  1st  Sept. 

271  Wood  Lark 

1965  1 sang  on  Strensall  Common  on  1st  June  (ER),  but  was  not  seen  subsequently. 
At  Spurn,  2 on  8th  March  and  singles  on  26th  Oct.,  and  8th  Nov. 

1 966  1 at  Hatfield  on  29th  Jan.  (TMC) . 

272  Skylark 

1965  In  spring,  r.l50  at  Adwick-le-Street  on  23rd  Jan.,  and  r.250  at  Hensall  and 
Pollington  Airfield  on  30th  Jan.  Weather  movements  on  21st  March  when  r.300  at 
Ilkley  and  c.200  at  Marley  SF.  70  moved  NW  in  small  parties  at  Fairburn  on  7th 
Feb.,  and  250  NW  at  Middlesmoor  on  25th  Feb.  In  autumn,  movement  was  noted  at 
Almholme  on  17th  Sept.,  and  again  on  8th  Oct.  Large  numbers  at  Flamborough  on 
26th  Sept.,  and  200+  S at  Withernsea  on  3rd  Oct.,  the  peak  passage  at  Spurn  was 
from  22nd-26th  Oct.,  with  800  and  1000  on  25th  and  26th;  at  Farnham,  300  on 
27th  Nov;  Chidswell,  600+  on  28th  Nov;  c.300  moved  NW  at  Knaresborough  on 
28th  Nov;  and  c.400  near  Dewsbury  SF  on  1st  Dec. 

1966  Weather  movements  noted  along  the  coast  in  late  Jan.  and  early  Feb.,  e.g, 
23rd  Jan.  and  6th  Feb.  produced  180+  and  100  respectively  at  Spurn;  29th  Jan., 
hundreds  coasted  S or  came  in  from  sea  and  on  30th,  150+  flew  NW  at  South  Gare; 
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30th  Jan.,  c.  100  passed  S at  Scarborough.  On  3rd  April  1 was  seen  to  eat  very  stale 
bread  at  South  Gare(DGB).  Large  concentrations  include  300  at  Knaresborough  on 
13th  Feb;  2 separate  flocks  of  200  and  400  near  Dewsbury  on  3rd  April.

April  (RHAp,  FJT).  At  Spurn  up  to  6 from  beginning  of  Jan.  to  14th  March;  first  of 
autumn  on  9th  Oct.,  then  up  to  7 until  8th  Nov.,  and  singles  on  3 dates  thereafter.

General  arrival  from  10th  April 
when  100  at  Fairburn  and  smaller  numbers  from  many  areas.  The  Fairburn  roost 
had  20000  by  9th  Sept  (the  first  influx),  this  number  being  maintained  until  25th, 
dropping  to  200  on  16th  Oct.,  the  last  23  on  23rd.  Peak  migration  at  Spurn  in  early 
September,  e.g.  3rd  25000;  5th  8000;  6th  5500;  and  7th  16000,  of  which  12000  passed 
in  an  hour  from  1745  to  1845  hours.  Nov.  birds  at  Cantley  on  1st;  Bessacar  (up  to  3) 
on  2nd  to  6th;  Knaresborough  on  5th;  Ramsgill  on  10th  and  Haigh  on  13th  Nov.

1965  1 at  Spurn  on  13th  May(GRE,  BRS,  SJW).  (Accepted  by  B.B.  Rarities 

Committee) . 

276  House  Martin 

1965  First  were  early,  4 near  Askern  on  5th  April,  2 at  Fairburn  and  1 at  Spurn 
(only  April  bird  there)  on  6th  April,  at  Sedbergh  on  7th  April.  Next,  1 at  Catnley 
on  17th  April.  Main  arrival  mid-May.  On  29th  June,  cliflf  colony  at  Staithes  had  c.30 
nests(DGB)  and  6 pairs  nested  on  bridge  buttress  at  Rounhill  Res.(PY).  Main  autumn 
passage  at  Spurn,  7th-9th  Sept.  (1300  on  9th)  and  Oct.  birds  seen  at  many  localities, 
with  young  still  in  the  nest  at  Hornsea  on  10th  Oct;  8 at  Hampsthwaite  on  31st  Oct., 
and  3fd  Nov;  20  at  Hornsea  on  1st  and  2nd  Nov.(JESW);  1 at  Cottingham  on  6th 
Nov.(JMB). 

1966  First:  1 at  New  Miller  Dam  on  17th  April  proceeded  the  next  by  4 days;  21st 
April,  Ripley  (2),  Harrogate  and  Fountains  Abbey;  22nd,  Robin  Hoods  Bay  (4); 
23rd,  Spurn  (3),  Skelton  (4),  and  Armthorpe.  At  Esholt  c.lOOO  gathered  on  8th 
Sept.,  and  main  passage  at  Spurn  in  Sept,  up  to  20th,  with  max.  count  100  on  3rd. 
Nov.  birds.  North  Ferriby  and  Dowley  Gap  (3)  on  8th;  Spurn  on  8th  and  10th; 
Scarborough  and  Swinton  on  19th  Nov. 

277  Sand  Martin 

1965  First:  30th  March,  Marley  SF,  Almholme  Dug-out,  and  Knotford  Nook; 
31st  March,  Fairburn  (13)  and  Sedbergh.  In  first  half  April  became  generally 
distributed,  with  300  at  Fairburn  and  c.l30  at  Hornsea  on  4th  April.  Fairburn  roost — 
17th  Aug.,  6000;  22nd  Aug.,  10000;  then  fewer  but  up  to  10000  on  25th  Sept.,  with 
last  10  on  20th  Oct.  Peak  at  Spurn,  5th-8th  Sept.  Oct.  birds  from  5 localities. 

1966  2 at  I’airburn  on  19th  March  were  exceptional.  The  next  were  singles  at 
Dewsbury  SF  and  Harrogate  SF  on  3rd  Apri.  and  thereafter  numbers  arrived  quickly, 
especially  around  10th  April.

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the  last,  2 on  16th  Oct.  Peak  at  Spurn  on  3rd  and  7th  Sept.,  with  650  and  500 
passing,  the  latest  bird  of  all  was  seen  there  on  21st  Oct.  A hatch  of  spiders  on  the 
slag  at  Rothwell  attracted  numbers  in  excess  of  10000  for  3 days,  26th-29th  Sept. 

278  Golden  Oriole 

1965  A (Y  singing  near  Market  Weigh  ton,  heard  on  30th  May  and  6th  June(EBB, 
CEK). 

279  Raven 

1965  14  together  in  Dentdale  on  28th  Feb.(CHW);  2 at  Arncliffe  on  2nd  March; 
3 on  8th  March  and  2 on  16th  April  at  Ilton(PY) ; 2 at  Ingleborough  on  26th  Aug. 
(JCL);  singles  at  Gouthwaite  on  27th  Aug.  and  11th  Nov.  Nested  successfully  in  3 
localities,  4 pairs  rearing  1 5 young,  and  was  resident  in  another  area  but  breeding  was 
not  proved. 

1966  1 at  Gouthwaite  Res.  on  4th  Jan.,  and  2 in  Barbondale  on  22nd  Jan. (CHW). 
A pair  seen  in  Nidderdale  in  March  and  Dec.  2 near  Goathland  on  21st  May(BSP). 
Recorded  at  Pen-y-Ghent  and  on  Ingleborough,  where  7 were  together  on  24th  Aug; 
3 pairs  bred  in  1 area  and  14  young  reared. 

280  Carrion  Crow 

1965  No  significant  records. 

1966  Reports  indicate  the  species  continues  to  increase  if  records  of  flocks  rather 
than  isolated  pairs  are  any  guide.  Immigration  of  2 1 arriving  from  over  the  sea  at 
South  Gare  on  29th  Jan,  (WN).  An  all-white  bird  picked  up  dead  at  Long  Preston 
on  30th  Dec.  is  now  in  Bolton  Museum. 

281  Hooded  Crow

1966  Relatively  few  records,  both  ends  of  year.  V.C.61 : Jan.  and  April,  recorded 
from  7 localities,  including  2 at  Catfoss  tip  on  6th  Feb.,  and  4 at  Sewerby  on  29th 
March.  Oct. -Dec.,  from  5 localities  including  8 near  Hornsea  on  8th  Nov.,  and  5 at 
Filey  tip  on  24th  Nov.  Spurn  had  birds  frequent  from  13th  April-20th  May  but  only 
up  to  3 between  26th  Oct.  and  13th  Nov.,  and  2 in  Dec.  V.G.62:  spring,  5 at  Scar- 
borough tip  on  13th  Feb.,  and  2 singles  at  Coatham  Marsh  only  records;  autumn, 
from  4 localities,  including  4 at  Scarborough  tip.  V.C.63:  2 singles  only  records. 
V.C.64:  singles  from  4 localities  (2  on  one  date).  V.C.65:  1 on  four  dates  at  Ilton 
only  record. 

282  Rook 

1965  Near  Ripon,  r.lOOO  roosted  in  mixed  woodland  during  Jan.  and  Feb.  and 
flighting  at  same  place  in  Nov.  and  Dec.  involved  r.  1500  Rooks  and  r. 500  Jackdaws. 

1966  No  significant  records. 

283  Jackdaw 

1965  5 pairs  nested  in  spruces  at  Leighton  Res.(PY). 

1966  A morning  flight  from  roost  passed  W up  Wharfe  Valley  during  winter 
months,  r.4000  counted  over  Knotford  Nook  GP  and  r.2500  over  Ilkley  SF  on  25th  Dec. 

284  Magpie 

1965  Above  Bingley,  60 -f  on  6th  Feb.(RM);  on  29th  March,  64  roosting  near 
Worsborough  Res.(GB);  parties  of  up  to  36  in  Feb.  and  31  in  Nov.  in  Ogden- 
Denholme  Clough  area(RWNK);  r.20  pairs  nested  in  Burley  Moor  area. 

1966  Flocks  of  over  20  recorded  from  Marske  (25)  on  29th  Jan;  Bentley  Common 
(20  + ) on  13th  March;  Denholme  Clough  (25)  on  22nd  Sept;  Ossett  (24)  on  12th 
Nov.,  and  near  Ingbirchworth  (r.30)  on  3rd  Dec. 

288  Great  Tit 

1965  In  Bretton  Park,  38  were  ringed  on  2nd  Jan.  (AF),  and  2 flocks  of  r.50  and  r.30 
seen  on  25th  Feb. (EG). 

1966  No  significant  records. 

294  Long-tailed  Tit 

1965  Parties  of  20  or  over — 20+  near  Bawtry,  7th  Feb;  r.30  at  Guisborough,  21st 
Feb.  and  25  on  6th  March;  20+  at  Almholme  on  2nd  Oct;  r.20  at  Armthorpe  on 
24th  Dec.  Smaller  parties  of  between  10  and  20  from  6 localities  in  V.C.63  and  5 
localities  in  V.C.65. 

1966  Continues  to  increase  after  disaster  of  1962-63,  e.g.  a good  breeding  season  in 
Harewood  Park,  where  8 nests  found,  and  flocks  in  excess  of  20  seen  there,  27  on  31st 
Dec.  the  max.  In  V.C.63:  flocks  of  over  10  recorded  from  9 localities,  max.  r.20  at 
Armthorpe  on  6th  Feb.

1966  A single  bird  first  located  at  Spurn  on  22nd  Oct.,  was  seen  again  on  28th  Oct.

1965  In  late  Oct.  up  to  21  at  1 locality,  with  2 and  3 from  2 other  localities  at  same 
period.  At  Spurn,  at  least  3 on  30th  March  and  3 on  2nd  Nov. 

1966  Between  17th  July  and  20th  Nov.,  up  to  3 on  6 dates,  with  6 (4  on  6th 
Nov.,  in  1 locality.  1 at  Welton  Water  on  20th  Jan.  (RV)  and  2 at  Easington  Lagoons 
from  24th-28th  Oct.(BRS). 

296  Nuthatch 

1965  No  significant  records. 

1966  V.C.61 : 2 in  garden  on  edge  of  Hornsea  Mere  on  1st  and  2nd  Sept.(JESW), 
and  is  the  second  autumn  record  for  the  area.  V.C.62:  continues  to  increase  in 
Scarborough  District;  1 in  Guisborough  Wood  on  13th  Feb.(NJ).  V.C.63: 
Records  from  7 localities  but  no  evidence  of  breeding.  V.C.64:  No  records  received. 
V.C.65:  Records  from  7 localities  during  breeding  season. 

298  Treecreeper 

1965  1 in  quarry  at  South  Gare  on  4th  April  was  unusual  (WN,  TB).  Reported  as 
still  below  average  in  V.G.65. 

1966  No  significant  records. 

299  Wren 

1965  No  significant  records. 

1966  Has  made  a complete  recovery  from  1962-63  winter  disaster.  Passage  at 
Spurn  mainly  in  Sept,  and  Oct.,  max.  count  24  on  1st  Oct.  Numbers  on  Gristhorpe 
Cliff  on  15th  Oct.  indicated  passage  birds. 

300  Dipper 

1965  In  Sedbergh  area  114  young  from  65  nests  were  ringed,  low  nesting  success 
due  to  extensive  flooding  in  May  (SOS).  Reports  from  other  areas  of  V.G.65  indicate 
numbers  about  normal. 

1966  No  significant  records. 

301  Mistle  Thrush 

1965  No  significant  records. 

1966  4 flew  up  Filey  Brigg  from  due  E on  5th  March(RHAp).  Movement  at  Spurn 
only  regular  in  April  and  from  6th  Oct.  to  12th  Nov.  In  V.C.65  flocks  of  r.60  near 
Thornhill  on  9th  Aug.(AF)  and  36+  at  Shibden  Clough  on  15th  Sept.(JRC).  30  flew 
E over  R.  Ure  near  Masham  on  2 consecutive  dates  in  April. 

302  Fieldfare 

1965  An  unexceptional  year,  with  no  large  concentrations  in  early  months,  no 
flock  exceeding  c.250.  Birds  in  May — 1st,  1 at  Adwick-le-Street  SF  and  r.50  at 
Bretton  Park;  2nd,  3 near  Ripon  and  1 at  Cottingham;  4th,  7 at  Hampsthwaite ; 7th, 
7 near  Thornhill;  9th,  last  at  Spurn;  11th,  1 at  Deighton  and  12th,  1 at  Gouthwaite. 
In  autumn,  first  at  Spurn  on  2nd  Sept.,  with  next  in  NW  at  Sedbergh  on  3rd  Sept. 
Movement  up  Ellerbeck  Valley,  Whitby  Moors,  on  15th  Sept.,  preceeded  regular 
passage  at  Spurn,  which  came  from  25th  Sept,  onwards.  Main  influx  from  mid- 
Oct.  to  mid-Nov,  with  parties  arriving  all  day  at  Flamborough  on  16th  and  17th  Oct., 
and  in  smaller  numbers  to  24th  Oct;  r.8000  counted  between  Kiplingcotes  and 
Market  Weighton  on  30th  Oct.  Birds  moved  inland  quickly  but  no  flocks  exceeded 
300  in  Oct.  A second  influx  in  Nov.  with  <;.2000  at  Cottingham  on  16th  Nov.,  and 
r.500  arrived  off  sea  at  Scarborough  on  29th  Nov.  in  1 J hours. 

1966  Numbers  were  high  during  Jan.  and  Feb.  with  up  to  400  at  Spurn  about  mid- 
month, and  with  flocks  of  over  100  at  5 localities  in  V.G.63  including  800+  at 
Chidswell  on  19th  Feb.(RH).  Only  4 singles  at  Spurn  during  March  but  inland 
flocks  were  still  numerous.  Numbers  in  V.C.63  fell  during  April  and  the  last  in  V.C.64 
were  seen  during  the  last  week  of  the  month,  with  evidence  of  exodus  at  Beverley  on 
18th  April  when  500-600  were  seen.  May  birds  at  Spurn  on  1st  and  3rd;  Sawley 
Moor  on  2nd;  and  Ilton  on  lOth(PY),  with  1 at  Wilton  on  4th  and  5th  June(WN, 
et  al),  and  1 at  Spurn  on  5th  June.  Single  early  autumn  birds  at  Spurn  on  18th,  26th 
and  30th  Aug.,  with  first  small  influx  on  the  coast  in  last  days  of  Sept.,  2 having 
reached  Gouthwaite  by  23rd  Sept.  The  peak  movement  was  from  6th  Oct.,  with 
birds  arriving  continuously  to  the  1 6th,  at  many  points  along  the  coast.  On  1 0th  and 
11th,  2000  per  day  at  Spurn,  quickly  moved  inland  reaching  most  parts  of  V.C.63 
and  V.C.64,  e.g.  movement  over  Harewood  Park  in  evening  of  6th- 12th  Oct.  num- 
bered “thousands”;  and  records  of  large  flocks  from  12  localities  in  V.C.63  by  16th 
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Oct;  60  at  Dent  on  22nd  Oct.  had  crossed  the  Pennine  Watershed.  Numbers  remained 
high  in  V.C.63  during  Nov.,  showing  a N to  NW  movement.  A flock  of  r.lOOO  at 
Helmsley  on  20th  Nov.  was  part  of  another  influx  which  crossed  the  coast  at  the  end 
of  Nov.  and  early  Dec.,  1000  on  most  days  at  Spurn,  with  1700  on  5th  Dec;  the 
species  was  reported  very  numerous  in  industrial  W.R.  up  to  the  year  end. 

303  Song  Thrush 

1965  Autumn  arrivals  concentrated  into  3 short  periods.  On  26th  Sept,  very  nume- 
rous at  Flamborough  and  200  moved  S at  Spurn.  On  lst-3rd  Oct.  heavy  night 
passage  heard  at  Hull  on  1st,  250+  arrived  at  Filey  Brigg  on  2nd,  and  up  to  300  on 
headland  at  Flamborough  on  2nd  and  3rd,  500  on  1st  and  240  on  2nd  at  Spurn. 
On  27th  Nov.  280  arrived  at  Scarborough  in  1^  hours.  Reported  as  increasing  at 
Semerwater(PY) . 

1 966  An  autumn  influx  involving  many  thousands  of  birds  crossed  the  N part  of  the 
coast  from  Gristhorpe  to  Teesmouth  during  Oct.  On  6th  Oct.  birds  arrived  all  day 
at  Scarborough (RHAp) ; on  15th  and  17th  Oct.,  very  large  numbers  on  the  cliffs 
at  Gristhrope(EG) ; and  at  South  Gare  up  to  2000  in  a day  arrived  on  same  dates  in 
October.  Compare  Spurn  where  max.  was  200  on  6th  Oct.  No  inland  records  received 
reflect  this  influx.  A pure  white  bird  (dark  eyes)  at  Baildon  in  autumn  and  a leucistic 
bird,  pale  yellowish-fawn  with  darker  spots  on  breast  at  Ilkley  in  July.  A bird  at 
Duncombe  Park,  whilst  incubating  its  own  eggs,  repeatedly  fed  the  young  of  a 
Hedge  Sparrow  in  a nearby  nest. 

304  Redwing 

1965  Up  to  200  at  Spurn  on  1st  Jan.  declined  rapidly  and  only  small  parties 
reported  during  early  months,  the  last  1 at  Redcar  on  2nd  May  and  at  Spurn  on 
7th  May.  Autumn  influx,  in  smaller  numbers,  followed  pattern  of  Fieldfare  dates, 
with  peak  numbers  2500  at  Spurn  on  1st  Oct.,  and  r.lOOO  at  Scarborough  on  27th 
Nov.in  IJ  hours.  Quickly  moved  inland  but  no  large  concentrations  reported. 

1966  Small  flocks  in  spring  from  several  localities  with  r.80  at  Bentley  Common  on 
6th  March  and  r.700  moving  E at  Bretton  Park  on  same  date  leading  up  to  last  by 
mid-April.  Last  1 at  Spurn  on  13th  May.  At  Spurn  almost  daily  from  18th  Sept; 
the  first  elsewhere — 15  at  Hornsea  and  inland  5 near  Settle  on  25th  Sept.  The  peak 
influx  at  same  time  as  Fieldfares  from  6th- 16th  Oct.  when  birds  crossed  the  coast  at 
many  points  and  moved  inland  to  reach  all  corners  of  the  county  within  the  same 
period;  r.5000  seen  nightly  at  Harewood  Park  passing  from  NE  at  this  time.  No 
apparent  second  influx  in  Nov.  {cf.  Fieldfare). 

307  Ring  Ouzel 

1965  2 at  Burley  Woodhead  on  15th  Feb. (Miss  Dalby).  Next,  Spurn,  23rd  March; 
Scarr  House  Res.  and  Lumley  Moor  on  26th;  Rombolds  Moor  and  Dunsop  Valley 
on  27th,  Denholme  Clough,  Beamsley  Moor  and  Ilton  on  28th  March.  Daily  at 
Spurn  from  3rd-13th  Sept.,  and  from  27th  Sept,  throughout  Oct;  75  on  1st  Oct.  is 
reflected  in  a higher  than  usual  number  of  records  elsewhere  along  the  coast  between 
30th  Sept,  and  30th  Oct.,  up  to  9 reported  from  9 localities  on  7 dates.  Inland,  2 near 
Helmsley  on  2nd  Oct.,  1 on  Burley  Moor  on  3rd  Oct.,  1 at  Fairburn  on  6th  Oct.,  and 
last  at  Ilton  on  16th  Oct;  1 at  Patrington  on  14th  Nov.(KMS),  and  1 at  Ossett  on 
15th  Nov. (EG),  with  singles  at  Spurn  on  2nd,  13th  and  22nd  Nov.  One  fed  with 
Blackbirds  on  a farm  lawn  near  Hornsea  for  r.3J  weeks  up  to  2nd  Nov.(GB). 

1966  An  early  bird  at  Burley  Moor  on  13th  March  but  main  arrival  as  usual  in 
April,  with  birds  at  Spurn  up  to  26th  April  (max.  10),  and  singles  on  passage  at 
Cottingham  (14th  April),  and  Hornsea  Mere  (23rd  April)  with  4 at  Scarborough  on 
11th  April.  Breeding  reported  from  usual  areas,  with  24  pairs  in  6 square  miles  of 
Howgill  Fells,  near  Sedbergh(SOS).  More  numerous  than  normal  in  autumn.  On 
coast,  from  N to  S — Teesmouth,  9 between  6th  and  16th  Oct;  Robin  Hoods  Bay, 
2 on  6th  Oct;  Ravenscar,  16  on  8th  Oct.  and  5 on  17th  Oct;  Scarborough,  3 on  16th 
and  17th  Oct;  Gristhorpe,  appreciable  numbers  heard  on  cliffs,  15th-18thOct; 
Filey,  5 on  15th  Oct;  Bempton,  4-5  on  16th  Oct;  Danes  Dyke,  11  on  17th  Oct.  and 
2 on  21st;  Flamborough,  1 on  7th  Oct.,  r.  10  on  16th  Oct.,  and  several  on  23rd  Oct; 
Atwick,  3 on  14th  Oct;  Spurn  almost  daily  from  18th  Sept.-28th  Oct.,  max.  23  on 
14th  Oct.  Inland,  over  15  at  Skibden  Clough  on  15th  Sept;  r,15  at  Newsholme  Dene 
on  23rd  Sept;  1 at  Eccup  on  25th  Sept.,  and  a late  bird,  a $ near  Baildon  on  15th  Nov. 

308  Blackbird 

1965  Reported  as  exceptionally  numerous  in  January  at  Ossett,  Wakefield  and 
Bretton  Park.  No  autumn  influx  of  any  size  on  other  “thrush  days”  with  treble 
figures  on  only  1 1 dates  in  Oct.  and  6 in  Nov.  at  Spurn,  max.  750  on  4th  Nov. 
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Numerous  in  V.G.63  at  Stainforth  and  Sykehouse  on  10th  Nov.,  and  150  in  ^ sq.  mile 
at  Ossett  on  15th  Nov. 

1966  Spring  peaks,  r.l50  at  Flamborough  on  9th  April  and  at  Spurn  66  on  16th 
April.  Unlike  other  thrushes,  a poor  autumn  influx,  from  29th  Sept,  at  Spurn, 
with  500  on  29th  Oct.,  and  200  on  8th  Nov.,  as  max.  Elsewhere,  birds  arrived  between 
6th  and  16th  Oct.  in  small  numbers.

Inland,  300  were  at  Fairburn  on  19th  Sept.,  the  peak  there,  and  250  flew  SE  over 
Burley  Moor,  and  r.600  were  counted  at  Chidswell  on  3rd  Oct.,  the  day  30  were  in 
Golden  Acre  Park,  Leeds.  40  at  Wintersett  Res.  on  7th  Dec.,  fell  by  7 by  27th; 
15+  at  Almholme  on  28th  Dec. 

1966  In  all  areas  spring  movement  from  late  March  and  during  early  April,  e.g.

Autumn  passage  from  4th  Aug.  to 
early  Oct.,  with  no  records  after  2nd  Oct.  Reported  as  scarce  in  the  Dent  area. 

1966  2 in  song  at  Redcar  on  2nd  April  were  early,  with  main  arrival  dates  between 
21st  April  and  month  end.  Nest  with  5 eggs  plus  a Cuckoo’s  egg  found  near  West 
Burton  on  30th  May(RHAr).  October  birds  at  Knaresborough  on  9th;  Spurn  to  the 
11th;  Sedbergh  SF  on  19th(SOS).

1966  Inland,  singles  at  Settle  on  24th  March,  10th  and  24th  April,  15th  Oct.,  and 
5th  Nov.  1 showing  characters  of  Water  Pipit  at  Fairburn  on  26th  and  29th  March. 

380  Pied  Wagtail 

1965  Largest  gatherings — r.lOO  at  Ilkley  SF  on  7th  Sept;  roost  at  Hampsthwaite 
had  400  on  24th  Sept.,  and  r.200  in  Oct;  100+  at  Adwick-le-Street  SF  on  10th  Oct., 
and  2500  at  Ferry  Bridge  Power  Station  on  15th  Dec,  White  Wagtails  reported  from 
9 localities,  all  singles  (except  2 twos),  between  12th  April  and  17th  May,  with  1 on 
13th  June  at  Hornsea  Mere,  and  an  adult  at  Adwick-le-Street  on  22nd  Aug.(RJR). 

1966  At  Esholt  SF,  150  on  29th  March  was  largest  gathering  reported.  Reports  of 
White  Wagtails  were  few  and  covered  singles  (1  two  and  1 three)  from  8 localities 
between  27th  Feb.,  and  22nd  May.  Proportion  of  young  reaching  the  flying  stage 
reported  as  high  in  Teesdale. 

381  Grey  Wagtail

from  26  localities,  all  single  birds,  except  breeding  records  in  2 places  in  Halifax  area. 
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V.C.64:  Reported  from  12  localities  in  summer  months,  with  breeding  at  Studley 
(3  pairs),  Thornton  Force  and  PooL  An  encouraging  increase.  V.C.65:  Reported 
from  7 localities,  only  breeding  record  at  Leighton  Res.  Little  evidence  of  recovery. 
1966  Still  considered  as  scarce  in  some  parts  of  the  county,  but  records  of  single 
birds  and  of  breeding  success  from  widely  scattered  localities  indicate  a steady  revival, 
for  example  7 pairs  found  nesting  within  3 miles  of  Sedbergh  and  8 young  from  2 
nests  near  Saltburn.

A successful  breeding  season 
reported  from  Deepdale,  Dent,  where  the  last  bird  was  seen  on  2nd  Aug.  Steady 
passage  at  Spurn  from  mid- Aug.  through  Sept;  only  large  concentration  reported 
r.lOO  at  Fairburn  on  22nd  Aug.  October  birds:  2 at  Fairburn  on  17th;  singles  at 
Spurn  and  Thorpe  Marsh,  Doncaster,  on  24th  and  Hornsea  Mere  on  29th.  A d of 
Grey-headed  race  occurred  at  Spurn  on  26th  May  and  a d at  Hornsea  Mere  on  29th 
May  could  have  been  the  same  bird. 

1966  First:  6th  April,  Harrogate  and  Knaresborough;  8th  April,  3 at  Cutcliffe; 
9th  April,  Thorne  Waste.  At  Flamborough,  r.6  on  1st  May  and  1 on  15th  May  were 
still  on  passage,  with  the  last  at  Spurn  as  late  as  19th  June.

Teesmouth,  3 at  South  Gare  on  17th  Oct.,  and  1 at  Redcar  on  18th  Oct.,  followed 
by  a heavy  influx  during  rest  of  the  month;  Whitby,  1 on  17  th  Oct;  Scarborough,  41 
on  23rd  Oct.,  r.40  on  28th  Oct.,  and  r.400  in  one  flock  found  at  month  end  feeding 
on  berries  of  Service  trees;  Flamborough,  3 on  16th  Oct.,  birds  seen  arriving  at  cliff 
top  height  on  17th  Oct.(l  party  of  12) ; 3 on  23rd  Oct.,  c.29  on  24th  Oct;  Bridlington, 
2 on  15th  Oct.,  were  the  first  there;  Hornsea,  1 on  27th  and  2 on  29th  Oct;  Withern- 
sea,  4 on  22nd  Oct;  Spurn,  after  first  2,  double  figures  occasionally  (30  on  24th)  to 
end  of  Oct.,  almost  daily  in  Nov.  (r.25  on  5th).  Inland,  Oct.  records,  2 at  Grenoside 
near  Sheffield,  on  17th;  c.20  at  Cropton,  near  Pickering,  and  c.l5  at  Castleford  on 
20th;  and  r.30  at  York  on  29th.  From  early  Nov.  to  the  year  end  reports  from 
throughout  the  county  except  the  NW  were  widespread,  and  referred  mainly  to 
single  birds  or  parties  of  up  to  20.  Larger  flocks,  not  already  mentioned : Driffield, 
C.35  on  8th  Nov;  Middlesbrough,  300+  on  10th  Nov;  Preston,  E.  Hull,  c.50;  W.  Hull 
r.300;  Knaresborough,  24;  Bingley,  21 ; Skipton,  28,  all  on  14th  Nov;  Ilkley,  c.20  on 
21st  Nov;  Bentley  Colliery,  c.30  on  22nd  Nov;  Sheffield  r.20  on  23rd  Dec.  Only 
record  for  V.C.65,  2 at  Sedbergh  during  Nov.  and  Dec. 

1966  The  autumn  influx  of  1965  spread  inland,  in  a clearly  defined  SW  direction, 
no  spring  reports  being  received  W of  a line  from  Teesmouth  to  Harrogate,  Bradford 
and  Sowerby  Bridge.  Most  records  were  of  twos  and  threes,  except  24  at  Saltburn  on 
2nd  Jan.,  which  decreased  steadily  to  29th  Jan;  23  in  Harrogate  area  during  Jan; 
9 at  Bradford  on  5th  Jan;  up  to  8 in  Sowerby  Bridge  area  from  12th  to  15th  Jan.,  12 
at  Scarborough  on  29th  and  30th  Jan;  up  to  21  in  Middlesbrough  during  March, 
with  up  to  8 there  to  23rd  April;  the  last  2-4  at  a Halifax  bird-table  from  10th  to  25th 
April.

17th  Oct;  Ilton  Moor,  27th  Oct;  Conistone  and  Hackness, 
10th  Dec. 

1966  Spring:  singles  at  Mowthorpe,  nr  Scarborough,  6th  Feb;  Gouthwaite,  8th 
and  9th  Feb;  Hackness  and  near  Helperby  (dead),  27th  Feb;  Pateley  Bridge,  4th 
March ; Hackness,  6th  March ; Ilkley,  8th  March ; Hornsea  Mere,  1 1 th  April ; Redcar, 
14th-20th  April.

1966  No  records. 

389  Starling 

1965  Autumn  influx  very  pronounced  at  Spurn  on  3 dates,  up  to  3200  on  20th  and 
25th  Oct;  and  over  8000  on  5th  Nov.  came  in  from  SE. 

1966  The  usual  large  flocks  reported,  a roost  near  Rufforth  had  an  estimated  2J 
million  birds.  Since  bird  repellent  has  been  used  on  buildings  in  Bradford  large 
numbers  have  moved  to  roost  in  tall  trees  near  Bankfoot,  though  numbers  in  the  city 
are  still  large.

V.C.63 : 2 at  Roche  Abbey  on  2nd  Jan,(RJR) ; 1 at  Rockley  Dam 
on  3rd  Jan.(JMB)  and  2 there  on  22nd  March(CB);  1 at  Sandall  Beat  on  4th  April 
(JRP)  and  1 seen  in  2 localities  there  during  the  breeding  season  (DK) ; 1 at  Almholme 
on  27th  April(RJR);  c.5  pairs  at  Anston  Stones  Wood(RGH).  V.C.64:  several 
broods  in  Studley  Park  where  20  birds  were  seen  on  28th  Jan;  2 pairs  bred  (1  un- 
successfully) at  Kippax.  V.C.65:  2 near  Barnard  Castle  in  the  spring(EGB);  several 
at  Bolton  Gill  in  May(GIWH) ; 1 pair  bred  unsuccessfully  at  East  Cowton(HS). 

1966  V.G.61 : a (J  from  8th  to  16th  April,  and  a $ on  13th  Oct.  at  Spurn.  V.C.62: 
a pair  in  Locke  Park,  Redcar,  on  10th  April,  and  seen  during  breeding  season  near 
Easingwold  and  Tollerton.  V.G.63:  1 at  Almholme  on  20th  March,  only  record 
received.  V.C.64:  singles  at  Fairburn  on  12th  Feb.  and  9th  April  were  unusual;  up  to 
20  in  Studley  Park  in  January  increased  to  51  by  1st  Feb.  V.C.65:  1 at  Swinton  Park 
on  24th  June,  only  record. 

392  Greenfinch 

1965  Up  to  500  at  Spurn  in  early  Jan.,  c.lOO  in  Golden  Acre  Park  and  c.200  at 
Utley  on  9th  Jan.,  630  in  to  roost  at  Howell  Wood  from  NNE  on  3rd  April(JBH)  and 
r.500  at  Mitchell  Laithes,  nr.  Dewsbury  on  5th  Nov.  were  largest  flocks  reported. 
Large  numbers  visited  gardens  at  West  Melton  in  late  Jan. -mid-March (HEB)  and 
and  influx  was  noted  in  gardens  at  Almondbury,  Huddersfield  in  Feb. -early  March 
(ANS). 

1966  2 large  roosts  were  reported,  1 in  the  Italian  Gardens,  Scarborough,  where 
up  to  400  birds  gathered  nightly  in  Jan.  to  roost  in  evergreen  bushes  (AJW) ; and  on  2 
nights  in  Dec.  at  least  1000  were  seen  gathering  to  roost  in  Cannon  Hall  Park(EG). 

393  Goldfinch

All  the  large  (over  10  birds)  flocks  reported  were  in  the 
autumn:  25  at  Ilton  on  17th  Sept;  40  at  Farnham  on  25th  Sept;  30  at  Knaresborough 
RS  in  Sept;  20  at  Almholme  on  2nd  Oct;  20  at  Temple  Newsam  on  17th  Oct; 
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25-30  at  Beckfoot,  Bingley,  on  28th  Oct;  19  flew  E at  Armthorpe  on  26th  Nov;  18  at 
Almholme  on  28th  Dec.  These  followed  a comment  by  JDP  in  July,  “more  about  at 
Carlton,  Pontefract,  than  I remember  for  years”. 

1966  A marked  increase  throughout  the  lower  and  middle  reaches  of  the  Tees(VFB) 
is  reflected  elsewhere  by  several  large  flocks  reported.  The  largest  were:  c.20  near

394  Siskin

Mere  on  30th  Jan;  15  near  Guisborough  on  21st  Feb;  14+  at  Roche  Abbey  on  2nd 
Jan;  13  at  Thunderbridge  on  30th  Jan;  25  at  Ripley  on  6th  Feb;  14  at  Esholt  on  8th 
Feb;  17  at  Deepdale,  near  Lartington  on  31st  Jan.  But  most  of  the  birds  in  the 
Bingley  area  had  gone  by  mid-January  and  only  2 could  be  found  along  5 miles  of 
R.  Aire  on  31st  Jan.(DV).  Another  good  autumn  at  Spurn  from  3rd  Sept,  to  6th

had  records  of  small  numbers  at  3 places  in  Oct.  and  at  2 places  in  Nov;  V.C.64  had 
18  in  Middleton  Woods  on  31st  Oct.  Then,  in  December,  flocks  once  again;  c.\2  at 
Hornsea  Mere  on  12th;  c.25  at  Bingley  on  4th  and  38  there  on  28th;  12+  at  Bretton 
Park  on  26th;  cAO  at  Coxley,  near  Wakefield,  on  28th;  20  at  Barden  on  1 1th;  15-20 
at  Millthrop,  near  Sedbergh,  on  15th. 

1966  Jan.  to  April:  80  to  90  at  Helmsley,  13th  Feb;  c.24  near  Scarborough  on  21st 
Feb;  c.20  at  Skipwith  Common  on  3rd  April;  c.50  near  Wykeham  on  11th  April; 
C.50  in  North  Cliffe  Wood,  on  16th  April;  smaller  numbers  from  7 other  localities. 
Birds  heard  singing  on  10th  and  12  th  May  at  2 places  in  N.  Yorkshire  Moors  forest 
area,  and  at  a third  locality  on  27th  July.  Oct.  to  Dec:  majority  of  reports  from 
further  W than  in  early  months,  e.g.  V.C.63:  c.20  at  Bretton  Park,  29th  Oct;  c.40 
near  Bingley,  12th  Nov;  30+  at  Bingley,  3rd  Dec;  24  at  Bretton  Park,  3rd  Dec. 
V.C.64:  C.60  at  Harewood  Park,  27th  Nov;  elsewhere  floeks  did  not  exceed  35  birds. 
V.C.65:  no  records.  Only  autumn  flock  in  V.G.62,  30  at  Helmsley  from  9th  Oct.  to 
6th  Nov. 

395  Linnet 

1965  No  significant  records. 

1966  Spring  passage  at  Spurn  peaked  bteween  23rd  April  (4000)  and  2nd  May  with 
over  1000  most  days,  and  these  numbers  were  not  repeated  in  the  autumn. 

396  Twite 

1965  Seen  near  breeding  grounds  W of  Huddersfield  on  14th  March  (JED)  and 
back  in  Fly  Flatts  area  by  28th  March  (RWNK).  Flocks  formed  at  Denholme  Clough 
in  early  Aug.  with  max.  200+  on  29th  Aug. (RWNK)  and  c.200  on  5th  Oct.(JRG). 
c.20  passed  over  Holme  House  Wood,  Keighley,  on  22nd  Sept.(JCL).  In  V.C.65,  1 
was  seen  at  Cautley  on  15th  April  (PM).  Daily  at  Spurn  from  30th  Sept,  to  13th  Oet., 
with  46  on  4th. 

1966  V.C.63:  Reported  from  5 breeding,  or  probable  breeding,  areas  with  30  + 
pairs  on  moorland  area  W of  Halifax.  Flocks  outside  breeding  season  include  25  on 
Slaithwaite  Moor,  29th  March(JED);  up  to  100  near  Denholme  Clough  between 
8th  Aug.  and  22nd  Sept.(JRC);  c.50  at  Ingbirchworth,  18th  Sept.(DJS);  50+  at 
Ringstone  Edge  on  24th  Sept.(JS).

18  flew  SE  at  Hipperholme  on  5th  Sept.(DAR);  10  in  Herbers  Ghyll,  Ilkley,  in 
Oct.-Nov. 

1966  No  records  received  until  the  first  immigrant  at  Spurn  on  12  th  June.  Between 
22nd  June  and  16th  July  a wave  of  arrivals  at  Spurn,  with  38  and  14  on  9th  and  16th 
July.  This  wave  apparently  moved  westwards  quickly  with  reports  of  small  parties 
from  13  localities,  up  to  100  being  seen  at  Ogden  Res.  from  4th  to  6th,  dropping  to 
C.25  on  8th  July.

In  autumn,  first  at  Spurn  on 
18th  Sept;  at  South  Gare  28th  Sept.  (3),  with  770  arriving  on  6th  Oct.  At  Filey,  c.l50 
arrived  on  28th  Sept.  Max.  at  Spurn,  1500  on  10th  Oct.  in  flocks  of  up  to  150,  and 
560  on  13th  Oct.  Thereafter  flocks  occurred  inland  in  many  localities,  with  larger 
concentrations  at  Studley  Park,  100  on  13th  Oct;  Wentworth  Park,  500+  counted 
on  6th  and  20th  Nov;  r.250  at  High  Hoyland,  10th  Nov;  c.  1500  at  Southfields  Res., 
15th  Nov.,  down  to  r.500  by  22nd  Nov;  100+  roosting  at  Cannan  Hall  Park,  20th 
Dec;  at  Knaresborough,  130  on  26th  Dec.,  increased  to  800  on  28th  and  down  to  250 
on  31st  Dec;  and  r.

1965  produced  some  very  interesting  recoveries  and  “controls”  and  again  worthy  of  note 
are  the  5 Canada  Geese  which  were  ringed  on  the  Beauly  Firth  whilst  moulting  in  July 
1963  (3)  and  July  1964  (2)  and  subsequently  recovered  in  Yorkshire,  confirming  the 
regular  interchange  of  birds  between  the  two  areas. 

The  Short-eared  Owl  ringed  in  the  nest  in  May  and  found  dead  in  NW  France  in 
October  is  a rewarding  recovery,  as  is  the  Redwing  ringed  at  Ossett  in  October  1 964  and 
shot  in  Italy  in  October  1965. 

The  1 3 Blackbird  recoveries  are  listed  in  full  and  include  one  from  Spurn,  ringed  on 
the  2nd  October  1965  and  recovered  in  NW  Spain  on  the  13th  and  another  ringed  at  Spurn 
on  the  15th  October  1965,  recovered  in  France  on  28th  November. 

In  contrast,  a Blackbird  was  still  in  Finland  on  5th  October  1964,  having  been  ringed 
at  Knaresborough  in  December  1963.  The  Wood  Warbler  from  Italy  was  one  of  the  few 
recoveries  of  this  species.  The  6 foreign  ringed  Dunlin  and  the  1 Arctic  Tern  controlled 
at  Spurn  are  ample  proof  of  the  worth  of  the  Warden’s  noctural  efforts  with  clap  and  mist 
nets.

Although  the  number  of  recoveries  notified  this  year  is  roughly  the  same  as  in  previous 
years,  the  majority  of  these  have  come  from  Spurn  Bird  Observatory  and  Knaresborough 
Ringing  Station.  There  are  obviously  a great  many  more,  and  I would  appeal  to  all  those 
who  ring  birds  in  the  county  to  send  their  recoveries  to  me  for  publication.  To  those  who 
have  sent  in  their  details  over  the  past  years,  I extend  my  thanks  and  request  their  con- 
tinued support.  This  aspect  of  ornithology  has  a big  following  in  the  county  and  the 
results  of  those  who  put  in  the  work  deserve  to  be  published  for  future  reference.  The  Teal 
and  Shovel er,  from  Spain  and  France  respectively,  illustrate  the  worth  of  ringing  “flapper” 
ducklings  in  the  breeding  grounds.  The  Teal  was  one  of  only  6 ringed  that  season,  and  the 
Shoveler  was  the  only  one.  As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  the  Spurn  Warden’s 
efforts  with  waders  are  paying  dividends  as  the  results  which  follow  show. 

The  Warblers  have  not  wasted  any  time  this  year,  as  shown  by  the  Sedge  Warbler 
from  Denaby  to  Chichester,  the  Willow  Warbler  from  Ilkley  to  Romford,  the  Ghiffchaff 
from  Brighouse  to  Dungeness,  the  Reed  Warbler  from  Sweden  to  Spurn  and  the  Blackcap 
from  Heligoland  to  Spurn. 

The  Swallow  (Ring.  No.  Bruxelles  6A  88371)  ringed  at  Neerrepen  in  Belgium  in 
June  1965,  controlled  at  Spurn  in  May  1966,  and  then  again  at  Neerrepen  in  August 
1966,  probably  gave  some  clue  as  to  the  destination  of  the  Swallows  going  south  at  Spurn 
in  spring.
